@ Ecauſe Iſtand accountable for the increaſe of Books 
when the world ſeems to be overcharged already 
with the number and bulk of them , even to the 
wearying of the Keadcrs fleſh and ſpirit > I defire 
thee with candowr to receive this brief Account of 
my publication of theſe enſuung Treatiſes- 

The God of truth and of peace ( which two 
Titles are the moſt refplendent Gems in the Crown of Guds glorious 
Attributes ) bath commanded w to embrace and maintain with e- 


qual lave and zeal the Truth and Peace. Since alſo both theſe zech.8.19 


are the Legacies of onr bleſſed Saviour , bequeathed to bis Church 
by by Teltament.ſ: aled with bis blond, certainly every ſincere Chri- 


ſtizn is concerned in both , but the ttevvards of the mylicries of 2Cor.4.1. 


God are yet move deeply engaged in the preſervation or reftaura= 
tion of bath, to their utmyo/t ability» At preſent, our amazing and 


dittrefſing thoughts are great for tie divikons ot Reuben, (to ſe Judg. 5.15 


the words of Dedorah ) and the ftiritual flames of diſſention which 
( like the Lite dreadful Fire in the Citie ) devour the ftrength and 
beanty of our Church , call for the aſſiſtance of all hands to quench 
them. But as in a Conflagration, while ſome labour to repreſs the 
violence, or (top the courſe of the freading Fire, others are employ- 
e4 to eard the Goods, and.zebile they ſtand with aking bearts for 
the Calamity, do good ſervice int preſerving their neighbours as well 
us their own Goods from periſhing or plunder : ſo while my Brethren, 
the bleſſed ſons of peace, are hard at work,, in drawing water out 
of the ever-living ſpring, the $ eriptiere, which plentifully affords the 
Word of truth and peace, and applying the ſame for the allaying of

theſe conſuming flames, (whoſe endeavours for the peace of Jeru- 
ialem T pray God to proſper) Thave undertaken to preſerve and re- 
ſcene an important Truth concerning Juſtification, from the attempts 
made by ſ,me to corrupt or obſcure this heavenly dofirine. That I 
might diſaharge my fidelity in ſecuring the Apoſtolical dofrine a- 
vonched by the -Church of England from a dangerous blow offered 
at it, by raiſing an Qbjeiion out of $. James againſt S.Paul, and 
then ( becanſe Chriſtians are concerned neither to ſet , nar to leave 
t he holy Apoſtles at oddes one with another ) going about to recon- 
cile them in an unſound way, to the prejudice of Religion it ſelf; I 
did Lately on a jait occaſion frame a ſhort Diſcourſe for mine own © 
| ſatisfaftion , and for the inſtruction of others. For I conceive my J 
ſelf, tho by many degrees inferiouy to Timothy, yet in ſome me 1ſure

far IT allow Tradition of the faith once delivered to the $ 1ints, thh 
it be not infallible, unchangeable, and incorruptible , either by the 4 

corrſe of nature, or by the promiſe of grace to any particular Race ; 
or Succeſſion of men , yet to be a duty required of Miniſters, and a 
means to propagate the Truth , whether that delivery be tranſat= 
ed by word of month, which i traaſient , or by writing, which is 
permanent , as now 1 tranſmit, what T have received. For I count 

it a ſpecial inſtance of Gods gracious providence to me , not onel 
that Iwas burn of a Parent eminent for Learning and Piety ( the 
Honour T owe my Father will free me from the gailt of vanity in 5 
this madeft celebration of his Memory) but alſo in this, that I was 
well acquainted with his Dofrine , and particularly in ths Head 
eoncerning Fujtification, which he had diſcuſſed with a piercing rea« 

ſon, and explicated with a happie perſpicuity 3 not leaning to his 

own underſtanding , but after an examination of an innumerable 

variety of Writers on this Argument,making the language of Secri- 

ptmre in the common ſenſe of the words the Rule of hs Fudgment 

and freaking. that he mighs {peak as the oracles of God. By this 

I Pet. 4- religious obſerving the form of vyholeſome vvords , be did dif- 
Il-extangle t: 1 ruth from many thorny Controverſus , which have 

been raiſe impertinently , but agitated with much beat, to the in- 

jury of Truth and Peace. In 
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To the Reader, 
In the year of our Lord 1640, April 19. he began iff the courſe 
of bis Miniſtery to unfold that portion of Scripture , Rom. 3. 28: 
and in frocef of time, by Gods aſſiſtance acco liſhed bis intended 
explication of the entire Dofirine concerning Puſtiieation , with 
that accurateneff of Method , ſolidity of Reaſon, and elearneſs of 
expreſſion, which was uſual to him in ſuch a weighty Argument,and 
zcry ſatisf aftory to bis judiciow Auditors. The rude dranghts of 
his Meditations be kept by him, and they are yet extant. He was 
urged often to publiſh them, but according to bis modeſt declining 
appearance in publike , he was averſe from printing what be bad 
preached with a chearful freedom of fpeech. At laſt, not ſo much 
the importnnity of friends, as the love of Truth, which be pitied to 
ſee 10t onely oppoſed by Old Adverſaries, but alſo aſſaulted by uþ- 
ſtart Enemies , and in danger to be ſmethered in a crowd of new- 
fangled Erronrs , qickned him to ſet upon a new Work, to recole0? 
his looſe Papers, to reviſe bis Notes, to new-model bu Treatiſe, and 
to fit it for the publick benefit of the Churth to poſterity. But the 
Lord had meaſured his task, and his time. An Ague, which turned 
Hhortly to a violent and mortal Fever, was the meſſenger that ſum- 
moned him , and diverted him from communicating his conceptions 


to the Church, to the reſigning of bi ſpirit to God, This Piece, the A.D.1554, 


unfiniſhed, Icannot well permit to periſh in the duſt : And I publiſh 
it now while I have opportunity, ( for I am alſo bafting to the lad 
of forgetfulneſs) becauſe T conceive it hugely uſeful to the advance- 
ment and clearing of the Truth, to the determining of many Con- 
troverſies, which would be eaſily reſolved, if the ſenſe of words, a+ 
bout which men are apt to wrangle, were underſtood and agreed on, 
and to the diretiion of the conſidering Reader in the way to a good 
wnderſtanding in this Cardinal Point of Chriftian Religion. For 
ſuch # 1gneus vigor, the fiery temper, ( as Virgil ſays ) of the bea- 
ven-born Soul, that a ſmall bint given to an attive nimble minde, is 
like a fpark faling on ſulphury matter, which is ſufficient to light a 
Candle, or to'kindle a Fire , for the enlightning and warming the 
whole houſe. So this fark of dofirine communicated ta receptive 
runderftandings, and cheriſhed with Meditation , may prove a bap= 
pie introdutiion to a bright and laſting light of Truth. Andit ma 
be acronnted no ſmall benefit , that the Author, wbo intended to ; 4 
more ſervice for the bywſhold of faith, did (wboat big time allowed

affeTion blindes and tranſports me. And tho my over-valuing kind- 
aefs for this Fragment may be juſtifiable by my Relation to the Au- 
thor, yet 1 am both too nearly intereſted to judge and as, ſincerel) 
and impartially, and too meanly galified,to ſway other mens judz- 
ments by mine eſtimation. I confeſi all this , and am ſo far from 
preſuming that Tcan any ways adde any luftre to my father of pious 
memory , that I fear, leſt this very Work of bis be ſullied, when it 
3s offered to. the world by mine hands.

ESA He Apoſtle Pal, the undoubted Aator of this E- 
8 piſtle, tho he made aſc of anothcr man, one Ter- 
PS- tis, chap. 16.22+ for the engrofling of it, as Fe- 
{fe* ds ' remie did Baruk tor the writing out of his Pro» 
 SSSI25 phccics, Fer.36-4,18. as he faith of himſclt,and 

that qeſtionles moſt trulie , in regard of the reſt 
of his copartners in the Apoſtleſhip, that he labowred in the exe- 
cution of that his Office more abunudantlie then they all, 1 Cor. 
15-10- ſo in this particular employment of labouring to inſtruct 
and edife the Churches aud faithtul people,not onely that then 
were, but that ar in being at.this day, ( tor unto usare his wri- 
tings now alſo beneficial, as-well as they.were unto thoſe that 
then lived, and unto whom they were directed , being intend- 
cd for a more general good, Chap. 1544+ 2 Petr.3.15.) by wri* 
ting to them , when he could not be perſonallie preſent with 
them. the ſame may not without good ground be averrcd. 
For we have twice as many more of his Epiſtles extant at this 
day , I ſay not, then of anie one ſeverallie, but then of all his 
fellow-Apoftles joyntlie put together , if that to the Hebrews 
at leaſt be granted to be his, as by moſt it is deemed. And 
yet that he wrote more then have come to our hands, it 
ſeems evidentlie to appeer. Nor dolI ſpeak of thoſe counter- 
feit ones that have ben thruſt out under his name , thoſe to Se- 
neca, which Ferome yet attributes'too much unto or that to 
the Laodiceans , which Stapulenſis hath inſerted into the body. 
of Pexls Epiſiles, grounding upon a miſtake and miſcinterpre- 


tation

tation of the Apoſtles words, Colsſſi2-16. But of one written 
to the Corinthians before that which we now generallie call the 
Firſt, himſelf makes expres mention, 1 Cor.5.9. which were it 
now extant, being written to an whole Church for dire&ion 
ot their demeanure in matter of Church-diſcipline, would no 
doubt be as Authentical and Canonical , as that to Philemon, 
whether a Miniſter of thc Goſpel, or an eminent Chriſtian one- 
lie, about a private bulines, the reception of Oxeſimus his fugi- 
tive ſcrvant. 

Now as this our Apoſtles Epiſtles are ſet before thoſe of the 
reſt, F ames, Peter, John and Fude : {© this to the Romans ſtands 
in the tront, or the ©rit place of his, fo diſpoſed by thoſt, who 
at firſt gathered the Epiſtles,then 60m monlic had and acknow- 
ledged, together into one Volum- , and digeſted them in that 
orderas now we have them , and which we tinde to have ben 
from time to time ever ſince generally obſerved. The reaſon 
whereof I conceiv to have ben, not becauſe it was the firſt that 
the Apoſtle wrote : for as thoſe that gathered together the Ser- 
mons of ſome of the Prophets, ſo thoſe that compiled the main 
Body of theſe Epittles, did not obſcrv that order in marſhalling 
of them wherein they were written 3 and it is juſtly deemed 
from that paſſage, Chap. 15. 25,26- that this Epiſtle was writ- 
ten later then ſome of thoſe that here enſu : nor yet do I con- 
«civ it to have gained this precedencie ſo much, as ſome other 
have ſuppoſcd , in regard of the pre-eminence and ſoveraign- 
tic of the place to which it was written, being at that time the 
hcd-Citie of the whole Romane Empire , and the ſeat of the 
Emperors conſtant reſidence 3 but principallie rather in regard 
of the eminencie and excellencic, yea deeþ profunditic of the 
Myſteries of the Goſpel , more fullie and largelie therein deli- 
yercd then in anie other of them, I may boldlic ſay z what if 
I ſhould ay, in all the reſt of them, were they all put togi- 
ther ? Ad we may hercunto, that the points herein diſcuſſed 
and debatcd ar purſued and proſecuted with that nervolitie of 
argument and vivacitic of ſpirit , and the limbs and joynts of 

Fo. Picm the whole diſcours fo aptlic knit togither and artificially rivet- 
Count ofteq jnto one another , that that noble Italian Earl fo much rc-

Maſter-piece, as he eſtecmed it , taxqam ſcope diſolute, as it is 
in the Proverb, but xs beſomes without bands.

IL. The original ground and root from whence all this 
ſprings and hath its riſe, Gods free Election and Predeſtina- 
tion to Grace and Glory,obvioullic propounded, Chap.$.29,30.

Now bccauſe thoſe former are effefts and fruits of theſe lat- 
ter, and as the root of a plant, and foundation of a fabrick, ly 
uſually out of ſight under ground, but the ſhoots and branches 
of the one, and the frame of the edifice with the other riſe a- 
bove ground and offer themſelvs unto view , fo Elt&tion and 
Predeſitpation ly hid of themſclys, and cannot be deſcrred and :

dum, he begins with the former , that thereby as by ftreams il- 
ſuing and flowing down from a ſpring we nay aſcend up to 
the wel-hed , or as by tracing the cours and decurs of a river 
running down into the Sea,we may be directed unto that brim- 
les and bottomles Occan of Gods goodnes, from whence as 
they had their firlt rife , ſo they ar to return and emptie them- 
ſelvs into, his glorie bcing their ultimate end. Chap. 1 1.36. 

Again, becaule the appreh2nlion of guilt and wrath is that 
which 15 wont moli to affright men 3 nor can there be anie tru 
peace or ſound comfort of ought to a foul, until the diſcharge 
thereof be obtaincd 3 the Apoltle therefore in the hrſt place en-= 
treats of that Branch of Jultihcation , whereby men may be 
freed from and diſcharged ot that guilt 3 and niakes that the 
firit ſubje-matter of his Diſcours ;- having artihciallie linked 
it to the later end and cloſe of his Salutation 3 whercin he had 
(as the manner of Orators 15) endeavourcd to intinuate himſclt 
ito the hearts and minds of thoſe to whom he wrote this Epi- 
ſtle, by declaration of his love and aftection to them, that the 
dodcrinedclivercd init might take the better with thetn, Chap, 
I. Ver{.7--15. 

Now the onclie means of Juſtification he aihrms to be by 
Faith in Chriſt, verſ. 16,17. whica to cleer and confrm, he en- 
deavours to {hew that all mankind ſtanding of themſelvs guiltic 
of {in in Gods ſight, are therctore liable to wrath. 

This to make good , he divides the whole race of mankind 
into two ranks, Gentiles and Jews. 

1+ Concerning the Gentiles he prooves that they ar (o, from 
the light of nature , revciling a Deitic to them, and his wrath 
againſt fin; the ſuLſtance of his Law engraven in their hearts, 
and the teſtimonie of thcir own conſcience accuſing them of the 
breach of that Law,ſo that they carie about with them & with- 
in them, both a Law whereby chey ar to be tried , ſo that they 
can not pretend ignorance, and a witnes, who when time ſhal 
come,wil give'in ſuch evidence againſt them,that they ſhal not 
be able to plead not guiltie. Chap. 1.18. to 2-16. 

2+ Concerning the Jews , who would calle yeeld it of the 
Gene 
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Gentiles , but not of themſelvs, who they deemed might be 
luicientlie cleered,cither by the works of the Moral , or rites 
of the Law ceremonial,he proves the ſelf ſame,trom thoſe hai- 
nous ſinnes that the writings of their own Prophets charge 
them withal,Chap.2. 17+ to 3-19.And the torce of the Apoltles 
argument (not ſo commonlie obſerved ) ſeems herein to con- 
tilt, that if finne of all ſorts were ſo rife and fo rank among 
that people, who had the greateſt light to inform them of the 
nature and haynouſnes of lin, and the ſtrongeſt means to courb 
and reſtrain it in them, it muſt needs argu an univerſal corrup- 
tion and depravation of mans nature, and a very ſinful diſpoli- 
tion inthe whole race of mankind. | 

Hence the Apoſtle inferres, drawing all that he had before 
delivered to an hed, that the whole world, conſiſting, of Gen- 
tile and Jew, ſtands guiltic of ſin in Gods fight, Chap. 3. 1g. 
and conleqentlie, that no man,be he Jew or Gentile, if he come 
to be araigned, as a ſinner at Gods Tribunal, and there tried 
by Gods Law, whither written or inbred, can be juſtified by 
his works, verſ. 20s 

Thus having remooved the wrong means of the Juſtificati- 
on of a ſinner in Gods fight, he proceedeth to eſtabliſh the 
right. And that is by ſuch means onelie as God out of his free 
favor and grace hath aſſigned : now the means by God af- 
ſigned, are the ſatisfation to Gods Juſtice made by Chriit with 
his bloud , and Faith on mans part apprehending and re- 
lying on him and it. Verſf. 21--27-

For the firſt of theſe , what 15 here ment by the word 7u?j- 
fie; or whatit is to Fut;te, and how the word is here taken, I 
ſhal in the firſt place examine,and endevor to remoov ſore ſen- 
ſes or meanings of the word given by divers, whom I concciv 
tobe miſtaken : and 1n the next place deliver and cndevor to 
aſſert what I take tobe the right. 

Of thoſe whom herein I conceiv to be miſtaken, ſome there 
are that give the word 7uſtifie here a ſingle, ſome that give it a 
double ſenſe. 

Of the former ſort, to wit, of thoſe that give it a ſingle ſenſe 
there are two claſſes or ranks.

Thus the Fathers of that Tridentine Comncel or Conventicle 
rather, after many windings and turnings, and ambiguous pa(- 
ſages, ſcem at length to pitch upon 3 when thus they conclude, 
Seſſion 6. de Fuſtificat. cap. 7. Unica Juſlificationis furmalis 
cauſſa eſt Juſtitiz Dei, non qa ipſe jutus eſt, ſed qa nos juſtos 
facit , qa videlicet ab eo donati, renovamur ſpiritu mentis noſtre, 
& non ſolum rep1ut amur,ſed vere juſti nominamur & ſumus,&c.The 
onlie formal cauſe of Juſtification, is the Righteonſnes of God, not 
whereby he is righteous, but whereby he maketh us righteous, to 
wit, wherewith being by him endowed, we ar renewed in the ſpirit 
of our mind, and become not reputed onely, but ar named and ar 
indeed trulie righteous, receiving righteouſnes each onein himſelf, 
according to that degree, which the Holie Ghoſt imparts to each as 
bis pleaſure. Aud Bellarmine therefore ( whatſoever he or they 
ſcem to ay elſewhere)de Fuſtificat-lib-2.cap 2.maintains this to 
be the meaning of the Councel there, Formalem cauſam juſtifi- 
cationis eſſe juſtitiam inherentem: That the formal cauſe of Fuſtii= 
cation is inherent ri I hence Smarez entituleth his, 
Books, wherein he Jebates the point of Jufification, De Santi» 
ficatione, Of Sanifcation-Hence that dittin&ion fo rife with 
Popiſh writers, taken from that place of the Councel of Trene 
before mentioned, and of which alſo Bellarmine de Fuſtificat. I. 
I+ c. 1+ concerning a firſt and a ſecond Fultification. Fllags 
ex impio jnſtus, iſta qa ex juſto juſtior fit. A firſt, whereby a man is 
of a bad man made good a ſecond, whereby be is of a good man 
made better. The former whercof they ſay is done by an in- 
fulion of grace inherent, the latter by exerciſe of ſuch grace ſo 
infulcd. Which indecd are no other but two degrees of that 
which we uſuallie, and more fitlie, term $andification, the one 
the beginning, the other the growth and progreſs of it. x Pet, 
I+ 22, 23+ and 2.2 2 Pet. 3- 18. 

Now truit is, 1. That it we reſpedt the' Notation or Ori- 
ginal ot the word Zu/ife, it ſhould fignihe #9 make juſt, as San- 
Aijie, to make bolze. But it we regard the common uſe of it, it 
no more {o iniports, then as Sandtifie uſed of God, doth to make 
baliey-or magnifie in common uſe of ipcech zo make great. And

it is the Ordinarie uſe of words, not their Original without it, 
that muſt carrie it, and determine what they do import, and 
how they ar to be underſtood. 

2. It is not improbable that the Hebrew and Greek words 
which the Latine word Fuſtificare (tho not found in any Claſhi- 
cal Author) and our Engliſh Fuſtifie, veric rite with us, ſeem to 
anſwer)are ſometime, tho verie ſeldome, taken in Scripture tor 
to make a man inherentlie or habituallie juſt by a good qalitie in- 
fuſed or wrought into him. ſo Dan. 12. 3- the Hebrew word 
2/2180 word for word Fuſtificantes, as Funius and Pagnine 
render it 30r gi juftificant,as Calvin qi juſtificaverint,as Piſcator. 
that is, as he expounds it, erudientes ad juſtitiamz ſuch as by 

mnftrution bring men to righteouſnesz or as our Engliſh hath 
it, convert men to righteouſnes : and Calvin therefore is of the 
mind that &Y7->wHh and Ima in that place, tho bcing 
terms of a divers notion, yet do defign the fame perſons 3 cx- 
pounding alſo the former of them not paſſively or habicuallie, 
doi, ſapientes, or intelligentia prediti , as ſome do, whom our 
Engliſh following were ne it, thoſe that be wiſe, but asin an 
ative (enſ{which the form of it requires and the word P9w2 
in the titles of divers Pſalms ſcems to import) dofores, foe e- 
rudientes, as Piſcator alſo renders it, thoſe that teach andinſtru#, 
and by teaching and inſtructing make mex wiſe, bring them to 
tru wiſdom. So Revel. 22. 11. the Greek word Nygiufinw, word 
for word, juſtificctur,as the next allo to it, $944 ſauttificetur, 
ſeems to be taken in the like manner, whether the particle tre

Tis Mxeuiy ra Tis #0403. be that |w/fificth the uigodlie,that is,faith 
he, doth Neazoy m:u3our. of ngudlie make bim jut. So Auguitine 
Ep.1 20.C-20.and in fo rn.traCt. 3.2! juſtificat impiunboc eftzmpio 
facit pium. He that juſtijies the ungodlie, that 1,of ungodlie makes 
bim godlie.

Whercin howloever, I ſuppole, they nufle the right fonf 
of the word in that place, yet thcir meaning ſeems (ad, to 
wit,that whereGod pardons fin,there he purgeth it out too,aud 
that Faith infuſed purifes the heart, and cnableth a man to live 
righteouſlic : and that cvcric juſtified perſon, is ſanctificd allo.

ſodainlie not onlie to free a man from penaltie that hath lived in 

And Augnuitive in his in- 
choate Expoſition of this Epiſtle > Venit gentibus juſtificatio fidei 
in Chriſto, non ut qia juſti erant crederent, ſd ut credendo juſtifica- 
ti, dcinceps juſte vivere anciperent. Juſtification of or by Faith in 

Chriſt came unto the Gentiles, not that they might belicv becauſe 
they were ju't, but that by beleiving being juſtified, or made juſt, 
they might thenceforth begin to live juſtlie.

But as Andradius a Pap/ilt and a fiif maintaincr of the do-

obſerv, lib. 6. fol. 186. Diverſe & maxime disjuntte qeſti- 
ones ſunt, An ita ſe res habeat, & utrum ex rocks ſignificatione 
concludi rette poſit» They are two civers and far different gqeſti- 
ons, how the things themſclues are, and what may be concluded 
rightlie from the ſignijication of a word, ox What it is, that is 
thereby intimated. 

Now that this cannot be the (cnſe and meaning of the word 
Fuſtife in this place,it is apparent cnough. 

For 1. the qeſtion is here, how a man b-ing a ſinner, a tranſ- 
grcſſer, a wicked, an ungodlie one,may come to be juitified and 
diſcharged of his tins, and acqitted ot them at Gods tribunal, 
Chap. 3+ 19, 23- and 4.5. and 5. 6, 8. and the juſtification 
here delt in conicquentlic ſuch a jutification whereby may be 
procured a diſcharge from the guilt of fore paſſed delingencies, 
verſ. 25. But this cannot bzattainzd or procurcd by ſuch a 
juſtification as they would have here underltood, to wit, by 
ſandification or inherent bolines and righteouſnes. For (to let 
pas thedcfeiveneſs of it while we live here) have we never ſo 
much of it, and do we never to much with it, it 15 no more all 
then du debt, we ow it now to God, as w<cll as formcrlie we 
did, Luk: 17. 10. Rom. $. 12. 1 Foh. 2. 6. And the payment 
of one part ot a dcbt wil in no realon dilcharge a man of the 
non-payment of an other part; it would be a vcric (clic and (0- 
ric plca for a tenant ſued by his Landlord for the arrear of his 
rent wherewith tor manie yccrspalt he is behind hand, to plead 
that he had ſome garter or two begun now to pay him, and en- 
tended thence forward todo it. 

2+ The juſtification here ſpoken of concerns the guilt of ſin 
and the remoyal of it, verl.

2. Others would have the word ju{tie here to import nothing 
cls but to par/lon, to remit, to forzzve fig, and conſeqentlie main- 
tain juſtification to conhiſt wholie and entirche 1n remfſion of 
fins. This divers Proteſtant writers ſtiflie maintain, among . 
whom Piſcator moſt directlie and largelic againſt Eg/iuzs and 
Lucis , and Witton in the ſecond Book, of the firſt part of his 
pro!1x Treatiſe of Fultiication. 

And tru 1t is, 1. that not onlie ſome of the Antients ſeem fo 
to lay. 

And Bernard Epiſt. 190. ©i1 eſt ipſa ( peccatorum remiſſio) 
niſi fuſtificatio ? What i remiſſion of ſinnes it ſelf, but juſtification? 
And manie Orthodox Divines ot latcr times ar produced as 
ſpeaking ſomewhat to the ſame purpoſe, (ſee Wetton of Fuſtif. 

part-1-lib.2.cap.3-6-) who yet by their diſcourſes elswhere ſeem 
to have ben otherwiſe minded, however in cagerneſs of oppoſi- 
tion to thatPopiſhTenent of J#tification by inherent righteouſnes, 
ſometime they ſo ſpeak : nor doth the excluſive particle uſed by 
them ſeem to intend anie more then to debarre and keep out 
the coll ation of grace inherent or the exerciſe of it from having 
anc 
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znic p'ace or ofice allowed them in the juſtification of 2 ſinner. 
that which Bellarmine himſelf ingenuouſlic acknowledgeth of 
Calvin, who is moſt of anie goted and urged by the Patrones 
of this Opinion as concurring thercin with them. Sce Iotton 
where above,Chap. 4. throughout. And Bellarmine of Juſtifica- 
tion,lib. 2. Chap. 1+ Whoallo himſclt in his diſputes concern- 
ing Penancelib. 1+ Caps 10. hath Ict flip theſe words, the ſame 
with Bernards above, Did eft peccatorum remiſſio niſi juſtificatio ? 
What is remiſſion of ſins but juſtification ? and yet is tar from 
ho'ding juſtificatioz to conlift wholic and cntirclie in a bare re- 
miſſion of ſinunes. 

2. It is no les tru, that juſtification and remiſſion of ſinncs go 
alwaics togither, and ar never ſundred 1n Gods dealing with 
thoſe whom he accepts of and is reconciled unto in Chriſt, AF. 
13- 31, 39. Chap. 3-25.and 4.7. And that both of them re- 
{p.ct the guilt ot finne. 

But yet that this cannot be the genuine mcaning of the word 
juſtifie, is as apparent, yea in ſome regard more apparent, then 
the tormer. 

For 1. Neither the Hebrew word py or PMgn uled in the 
o!d Teltament, nor the Greek word Nxwiy made uſe of in 
the Greek Verſion of the old Teſtament, and from thence by 
tne Penmen of the New, to an{wer thereunto : (whereas in 0+ 
ther antient Greek Autors it is never found fo taken but in a 
tar diftcring ſenſe, as I have el{where ſhewed at large) nor the 
Latine Frtifcare tramcd co expres cither of them, nor our 
Engliſh term jutifie drawn from the Latine, and in ordinarie 
uſe with us, do ever fo fignthe, or ar ever ſo taken. For the 
Hczbrew of the old Tcitamicnt, fce Gen. 44+ 16+ Exod. 20, 7+ 
and 23. 7. Dent. 25-1. 2 Sam. 15+ 4+ 1 King. & 32 
2 Chron. 6. 23+ Job 27-5. and 32.2. and 33. 32+ and 40. 8.

Now take a view of thele places (and I ſuppoſe 
verie few, if anie, have efcaped me, wherein the term of juſtify- 
ing is found in Scripture, beſide thoſe under preſent debate, of 
Paul, Rom. 2. 13. and 3-20, 26, 28, 30- and 4.2,5-and 5, x, 
9,16,18. yCor. 6-11. Gal. 2. 16, 27, 24+ and 5. 4. AG. 13. 39. 
and of Fames 2.21,24.25-)take,I fay.a view of all theſe places , 
and ſubſtitute wereſoever you find the term juft;fie, inſteed of it 
pardon, where juſtification, pardoning, where juſtified, pardoned, 
and ſee if in any of them {@ rendred anie' fit or convenient 
ſenſe wil thence ariſe, yea,whether the notion in moſt of them 
wil not be verie uncouth; and not inconvenient onlic but even 
ſenſles and abſurd. To inſtance in ſome few.,(forto run over alt 
would be over-tedious ) read we the words of Fudzh to Fo- 
ſeph, Gen. 44+ 16. How ſhould we pardon our felves * read we 
Moſes his of Fudges, Deut. 25- 1- They ſhal pardon the tighte- 
ons, Or guiltles, and condemn the wicked, or guiltie : read we Da- 
vids to God, Pſal. 51. 4. That thou maift be pardoned, whe. 
thou Jycaket Fobs to his Friends, Job 27. 5. God forbid that I 
ſhould pardon you, till Tdye : Chritts of wiſdoms children, Mart.. 
11-19. Wiſdome is pardoned of her children : thoſe of his, Mat. 
12. 37. By wy words thou ſhalt be pardoned : thoſe our Apoſtles 
conceming himſelf, x Cor. 4. 4+ I know nothing by my ſelf 3 
yet am Inot therefore pardoned-: or concerning our Saviour, 
1 Tim. 4-16.Pardone&3# the Spirit. Read, Iay, theſe paſſages 
thus (to let the reſt pas) and you ſhall give them a ſenſ clear be- 
fides, yea far differing from, and in ſome of them diredlie con- 
trarie to the mind and meaning of the: perſons by whome 
they were ſpoken. 'Herein therefore Anidradius of whome be- 
fore, is in the right, and keeps within the bounds of truth, 
when he affirms in his Orthodox explications, above mentioned, 
lib. 6. fol. 185. That if a man examine all the places in Moſes 
and the Prophets, where the term of juſtification is uſed, he ſhall 
ſearce find anie (he might have {aid trulie, be ſhall finde wore.) 
where pardon of ſin is" thereby ſignified. | 
And'its againſt reaſon, to reqire a term to be ſo taken in 
this our Apoſtles diſcourſe in ſuch a ſenſe, as itisno where 
found ufed:, cither in holie Writ , wherein it ſo often. 0c- 
ra Ihe D CUITES, 
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carres, or in ordinarie ſpeech , or in anie prophane writer. 

2. That the things themſelvs ar divers and diſtin eyther 
from other, it is apparent. For it is an undoubted Axiome, 
De fubjefto differunt, inter ſe differunt. Thoſe things that differ in 
Subjet, that 1s, the one whereof may be found in {ome ſub- 
ject, where the other is not, are diſtin and divers one from ano- 
ther. But fo it is with theſe two, remiſſion of ſin, and juſtificati- 
on- tor remiſſion may be where juſtification is not 3 and juſtificati- 
on:may be, where remiſſion is not. It a man have wronged me, 
I may forgive him, as David did Shimei, 2 Sam. 19. 23+ and 
yet not jwſtifie him in his dealings, 1 King. 2. 8, 9. And where 
a man 15 falſlic accuſed of wrong done to another,there may he 
be juſtified, and yet nothing remitted, becauſe no wrong at all 
done: {0 Dent. 25. 1+ Pſal. 51. 4. Yea in Gods dealing with 
the Sonnes of men, tho in regard of a mans ſtate and condition 
in general, he never remittes fin, where he doth not juſtifie 3 yet 
1n regard of ſome particular acts, he remittes ſometime , where 
he juſtifies not. Pſal. 78. 37, 38- Tho their beart was not up- 
right with him, (their ſemblance of repentance was but couns 
terfeit, not ſound and tincere) yet out of the abundance of bis 
compaſſion. he forgave their iniqitie, and deſtroyed them not. So far 
forth remitted it, as not inſtantlic to deſtroy them for it. And 
ſometimes he juſtifies where he remittes not, as he did- in ap- 
proving of Phjxeaz his a as a juſt and righteous deed, Pal. 
106+ 30, 31» And as he is aid to jujtifie the Prophet Eſay in 
the diſcharge of his Miniſtrie, Eſay 50. 8. Yea, wil you ſee a 
manifeſt difference between theſe two, by an inſtance, that 
may make it plain to'the meaneſt capacitic. A partie offends 
and wrongs his Neighbor, who therctore- intends or attempts 
to follow the Law againſt him : if now upon the Parties own 
ſubmiſſion and bare acknowledgement of his offence, or at the 
mediation and entreatie of ſome common friend to them both, 
the Partie offendedis content to let fall his {uite, and doth free 
lie forgive the wrong 3 here is remiſton,but-no juſtification. And 
if by bis Heir or Executor after the wrongeds decelle the Par. 
tic who did the wrong ſhould be qeſtioned for it, he could not 
ſand upon his jwffificetion, he could onclic plead his parday. 
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Again, ſay a man have wronged ths Neighbor, but hath -made 
him ful ſatisfaTion for the wrong done him, or if not able to 
do it himſelf, hath procured ſome frend to do it in his behalf, 
and the Partie wronged having acceptcd thereof, doth there- 
upon remit it and ſecks no further remedie againſt him for it, 
here the Partie that did the wrong, it he ſhould at anie time 
after be qeſtioned tor it, he may ſtand upon his juſtification, and 
plead not gailtie, becauſe he can plead ſatisfafion made and ac- 
cepted : and this latter, not the former, is the verie caſe be- 
tween God and man in the juſtification of a ſinner : ſatisfaQion 
is the main ground of the juſtification of him, not made by him, 
but by Chriſt for him. So even the Papiſts themfelvs in this 
regard ſounder then the Soczxians. Bellarmine de juſtificat. libs 
I. caþ-2+ Eft boc loco breviter annotandum, Chriſtum non eſſe cau= 
ſam juſtificationis meritoriam, qaſi Pater in gratiam f{ſii nobis pec- 
cata dimiſcrit, qomodo ſepe reges in gratiam amicorum potentizm 
reos abſolvunt \ ſed qoniam pretium redemptionis exatium perſol- 
vit, & ex rigore juſtitie pro noſtris omnium ſceleribus ſatisfecit. 
This # (faith he) breiflie to be here obſerved, that Chrift is not the 
meritorious cauſe of juſtification, 4s if the Father in favor to the 
Sonne did forgive us our ſinnes, as Kings oftentimes aſſoil guiltie 
Perſons ont of favor to, and at the ſuit of frends ; but becauſe be 
bath paid an exa@ price of ranſome, and thereby in rigor of juſtice 
made ſatisf«ftion for the wickedneſſes of us all. What could a- 
nic Proteſtant writer ſay in this point more ? And Calvine (a- 
mong manie other) albeit that manie parcels and long paſlages 
ar produced out of him, from thoſe places, wherin he bends 
his diſcours againſt the former conceipt of juſtification conſiſting 
in au infuſion of habitual and inherent bolines, as if he reſtrained 
it unto, and would have it wholie conſiſt in 2 meer pardon, and 
bare forgivenes of ſin 3 yet he places it, where he ſpeaks his 
mind out more expreſlie , in ſuch an abſolution as is obtain- 
ed by a full ſatisfaction intervening. For fo he ſpeaks in his 
Inſtitutions, lib. 3. cap. 11. Set. 3. entreating of that place, 
Act. 13. 38, 39. Vides poft remiſionem peccatorum juſtificatio- 
nem hanc velut interpretationis loco pont 3 vides apert8pro abſolu- 
tione ſumi 3 vides operibug legis adimi \ vides merum Chriſti bene- 
D 2 ficium 
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fleiume 6fſe 5 vider fide pereipi3 vides denige ſarisfafliouem inter 
poni- Tow ſee, (aith he, afser remiſſion of ſinnes mentioned, thas © 
thi juſtification (to wit, fuch as. we maintain, not 'ſuch as-Po+ 
piſh writers manie of them would have ment) z by way of in- 
terpretation put > you ſee it is manifeſtly t aken for abſolation ; you 
ſee it is taken away from the works of the Lars 5 you ſerit is a meer 
benefit of Chriſt > you jee laſtlie that ſatisfallion is interpoſed. 
Whuch laſt clauſe they.do not well to clip off, who among ma- 
nie other, cite this place alſo of Calvine as patronizing their 0- 
pinion, which we here oppoſe, in that point. And in the ſame 
place, Fuſtificare, nibil aliudeſt,qam enum qirew agebatur tangam 
approbata innocentia & reatu abſolvere. To juftifie is no other, then 
#0 aſſoil the partie qeſtioned from guilt, as approved innocent, or 
gruiltles, which is another matter then meerlie to pardon. nei- 


ther is this difference a ſlight matter or of light weight, and 
unworthie much regard, ſince that herein Socinus ſtates the 
Controverhe between the Orthodox Divines, and himſelf with 
his adherents, in his Theological PreleGzons,cap- 15. thus ſpeak- 
ing > Deritur utrum in juſtificatione noſtra per Chriftum, peccata 
noſtra compenſatione ſen ſatisf altione aliqa deleantur,an vero re- 


miſſione & condonatione- pleriqe ſatisfatlione interveniente id fieri 
arbitrantur 3 nos vero ſimplici condouatione. The geſtion is, whe- 
ther in our juſtification by Chriſt ,our ſins are done away by ſome 
compenſation or ſatisfa*iion, or by remiſſion aud condonation. ' The 
moſt ſay this is done by ſatisfattion intervening 3 but we by fimple 
condonation. And the former way Calvine expreſlic takes to, 
where he delivers herein his mind more fullic. 

Thus having diſcovered and refelled the miſtakes of two 
ſarts,who both give the Term of juſtification a ſingle notion, 
the one confounding it with ſax&ification, the other making it 
all one with remiſſion of ſinnes. 

I ſhall now proceed to the examination of ſome others, who 
amiſſe alſo (as I ſippoſe) give it a double, or a complicate no- 
tion. and of theſe alſo there are two divers parties. 

The former is of thoſe that would have juſtsfication to conſiſt 
partlie in remiſſion of ſinnes, and partlie in ſanttification and the 


renovation of the inward man. So the Fathers of the Councel 
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fication alſo and reyovatian of the inward man; whereby 
juſt 3 man is made ju And { Bellarmiye allp de juftific+ 
lth. 1..caps 2+ Juſtificatio impiz conftat ex remiſione. peccati , & 
infuſione gratie. 7 uſtification conſiſts of remiſſion of ſin, and infuſi0 
of grace. Or as og others , remiſſioxe . peccatorum O& in 
faſione juftitie five gratie ſandificantis. In remiſſion of ſinnes 
and infuſion of righteouſnes or ſandifying grace. And howloever 
Bellarmine charge Calvin with fraudulent dealing in his: Anti- 
dote againſt the Dotirine of the Councel of Trent, Sefs. 6. in fay- 
ing, Cauſſam d* ificationis faciunt duplicem, &c. that the 
Fathers of that Councel make a twofold cauſe of Tuſtification, as 
if we were juſt, partlie by remiſſion of ſinnes, and partlie by fdiri- 
tual Regeneration. Yet the words of that paſſage above rect 
ted ſeem to intimate no other ; and Bellarmine himſclk beſides 
what out of him before, in Chap. 6. of the ſathe Book, before 
pointed to,terms remiſſionem peccati & donum renovationis, u- 
tramque partem Juſtificationis, Remiſſicn of ſin, and the gift of 
renovation, both parts of Juſtification. concerning which ſee 
Watton more largelic, de Jutificat. part. 2. lib. 2. caps 6+ 
Yea throughout the whole Chapter his main intendement is, 
as himſelt propounds it, to prove, from Scripture, Reaſon, and 
Antoritie, Juftificationem non conſiftere in ſola peccatorum remiſſi- 
one, ſed etiam in interna renovatione, that Twſtification conſiſts 
not in remiſſion of ſins onlie, but in inward Renquation alſo. 
Tra it 15, that in the reftauration and reftitution of man fallen 
from God, and the converſion and reconcaliation of man unto 
God, both theſe are done, both fin is remitted and the ſoul is 
ſandified. - But in neither of theſe ( to ſpeak diſtin&lie and 
properlie) doth Fuſtificatiox conſiſt, as hath of either ben ſhew- 
ed ;z and if in neither ſeverallie, nor in both of them joyntlie. 

2. Others, and thoſe alſo of our own, would have Fuſtifi- 
cation to conlitt, partlic in remiſſion of ſinnes, and partlic nn ins- 
pntation of righteouſnes. And I pals by that which Bellarmine 

in 
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in the place before mentioned cites out of Calrin, where having 
charged hin to have dealt fraudulentlie,as before was obſerved, 
with thoſe of Trent in ſaying they made a twofold cauſe of Fufti- 
fication, whereas they ſay elswhere that there is one onelie formal 
cauſe of Juſtification 3 he retorts the charge upon Calvine him= 
fc]f, who howfoever in that place of .his Antidote he affirm, 
Unicam & ſimplicem effe Fuſlificationis cauſſam, that there is 
one oulie ſingle cauſe of Juſtification \ yet clswhere, to wit, in 
his Inftitutions, lib. 2. cap. 11+ ſeft. 2, doth incxprcs words 
affirm, Fuftificationem in feccatorum remiſſione ac. jultitie Chriſti 
imp atatione poſitam eſſe z that Tuflification conſiſts in remiſſion of 
fins andimputation of Chrifts righteouſnes. Which form of ſpeak- 
ing manic others of ours beſides him uſe. But Calvines. mean- 
ing is not as the Cardinal would have it, that thele were two 
ſeveral cauſes, or two diſtin& parts of Juſtification, remiſſion 
of finnes, and imputation of Chriſts righteoufnes 3 but he 
joines theſe two together, as two arguments conſentanea, the 
cauſe and the effe, the one being the ground and- foundation 
of the other. His words are thele, Nos Futificationem ſimplici- 
ter interpretamur, acceptionem, qa nos Dem in gratiam receptos 
pro jutu habet ; eamge in peccatorum remiſſione ac juſtitie Chriſti 
imput atione poſitam eſſe dicimnms. We interpret Tuſtification ſint- 
plie,or ſinglie,aeception, or acceptation,whereby God accounts us for 
jut,being received into grace 3 and we ſay that it conſiſts in remiſſion 
of fins and imputation of Chriſts righteouſnes. Tra it is, that Po- 
Lanus, who alfo cites this place of Calvine, both in his Partiti- 
ons, lib. 1. and in his Theſes de partib. futificat. tho he ſay, 
Fuſtificatio uttca eft > Fwflification is but one; addcs, ſed ejus 
partes duce ſunt , but of it, or of Juſtification there are two parts, 
( which Calvixe (ayes not) remillion of ſins and imputation of 
Chritſts rightcouſnes, which latter he defines, bereScium Dei, a 
benefit of God , whereby he vouchſafcth , to account as ours 
Chriſts obedience,&c. Whereby he ſuſtained the pains of fin 
for us, even as if we had ſuſtained the ſame our ſelves. which 
words of his implic that imputation to be rather the ground, 
then anie part of 7afification. Leaving Calvine therefore, and 
thoſe that uſe the like expreſſionsz we ſhall applie our 1ſclves 
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for the preſent onelie unto hl, who make remiſſion of ſins, 
and imputation of righteoulnes two diſtint parts of Juliifica- 
tion. So Ludovicus Lucizs in his Chritizn Tye, ogie, Jatificatio 
eft tum peccatorum remiſſiv, tum juſtitie imput2ti2 5 il, qz Deus 
omnia credentium peccata eorumge reatum- ſimul & penim-propice 
ſatisf 2fionem Chriſti pro illis condouat eiſqe nou imputat, baud ſe- 
cus ac ſi nnnquam ab eis peccatum fiaſſet, &c, Tta, qa credemibus 
perfetam Chriſti juſtitiam ac ſanftitatem ita acceptam babet, 
ut propter illam jutos ac ſanAos reputet, ac ſi illa ipſis ineſſit, atge

if it were in them, and had been efrmes by them. Yea thus 
befide others not a tew, Biſhop Downham of 7uftificationib. 1. 
— 4 fea. 16. bat with ſome difference. from ,tholſe other, 
There ar two parts of Juſtification , the one the abſolviag from 
the guilt of ſin and damnation; the other the accepting of a be- 
leiving finner as righteous unto life. 
| And tru it 15, that whereſvever God. jutifies a finner in 
and for Chrift, there he remittes ſie, aud there he. zamputes 
righteouſnes, At. 13. 38, 39. Rom.4.6 7. | 

Howbeit this expoſition of the term Fuſtificetion ſeems faul- 
tie as wel as the former : and that two ways. 

1+ With the moſt of them, it draws remiſſion of finnes into 
the verie nature of Juſtification z whereas remiſſion of ſinne, is 2 
divers and diſtint thing from Fuftification, as hath formerlic 
ben ſhewed 3 and therefore no part of it. \ 

2. With them al, it preſumes in the matter of F ks 2 
needles twofold ac, the zot impmtation of ſinne, and the impu- 
tation of righteauſnes, as two diſtin&t things whereas xot #0 
_ finne in confideration of ſatisfaltion made for it,is no- 
other thing then to impute righteowſnes to the Partie therein 
concerned. Since that a man can not be'deemed or doomed 
guittles or faxlttes,but he mulſt of neceflity be deemed or doom- 
ed jut or righteous ; there being no medizm os middle fiate be- 


tween . 
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tween a delinquent or a guiltie perſon and one guiltles or juſt. 
He that can proov himſelf no delinquent, but tree from fault, 
muſt of necelfity be juſtified, acqitted and afſoiled as juſt. See 
Dext. 25- 1+ If nothing but ltinne can make a man unjuſt , 
then ſurely the utter abſence of ſinne muſt neceſlarilie make a 
man juſt. See Pauls plea,AF. 25. 8. 

Hitherto we have endevored to ſhew, what to Wſtifie, as the 
Apoſtle here takes it, and as the word is moſt commonlie ufed, 
is not : wenow pals on to ſhew whatit is, and what indeed it 
properlic umports. ' , TH 

The word Fuftifie therefore (as our writers do generallie. a- 
gainft the Papiſts maintain) is forenſe vocabulum, 2a term taken 
from Courts of Tuſtice, and conrſes or caſes of judicature, as ap- 
pears plainlie from Dent. 25. 1+ 1 King.'$. 32. 2 Chron. 6. 23+ 
Pſal. $2. 3- Prov. 17. 15. Eſay 5. 23- and 43-9. And it is 
an aCt cither of the P artie himſelf qeftioned, or of bis Adve- 
cate, or of the Furie, or of the Fudge, or of them all. Of the 
Partie himſclf, when he pleads xot guiltie, and ſtands upon his 
defence, as Paul doth, AF. 25. 8. of the Advocate, when he de- 
fends and maintains his Client to be xot guiltie, as the convert 
theif pleaded for Chrift 6n the Croſs, Luk, 23- 42. of the Fur 
when they give in their vergi in bchalf of the Party TY 
as not guilty.as the Pharifces didin the behalfof Pax!, Aft. 23. 
9. of the Judge, when he pronounces him mot gailtie, and io 

_ Cleeres and efſoiles him, as Pilate did Chriſt, Luk, 23. 14, 
15+ the Advocate juſtifies by pleading and defending as not faul» 
tic; the Fudge by proneuncing and ſentencing as ſuch. and to 
Fufltifie conſeqentlie, in a. judiciaric way: is to diſcharge from 
gilt of in, or declare free from it, either by defence, as an Advo* 
cate, or by ſentence, as # Fudge. 

Now hence the termof Fxftifyeng is taken, and uſed out of 
ſuch ſolemnities, applicd to-other proportionable acts, but rc- 
taining ſti] its proper and genyine notion, even the ſame that 
in thoÞ: ſet and ſolemn courſes and caſes it had.” Thus a man 
is aid to Fuftifie himſelf, when he ſtands upon his own inno- 
ceticie, and maintains his own faultleſnes and. integritic, a- 
gainſt ſuch as charge him with ought amiſſe.

you would make me a theif, or, you would make me a Ler;that Is,, 
you would aſpers me with, or faſten ſuch an; imputation upon. 
me. as Fobn (ayes, of him that beleives not God, that be makes 
bim a liar, in not giving credit to him, 1 Fobn 5. 10. and, you 
would fain make ſuch an one an honeſt man > when our meamng 
is, you would proov, or. approov him, as ſuch, ſo that as to 
ſantiifie when it is ſpoken of God, Eſay $.

Or certainlyit i ſo ſaid, 
they ſhall be juſtified, as if he ſhould ſay, they ſhall be accounted, 
theyſball be reputed juſt 3 a5 it # ſaid of one, he willing to juſtitic 
himſelf, Luk. 10. 29+. that is, that he might becounted and re- 
puted righteous. Hence it is otherwiſe ſaid, God laitines his 
Saints, ard otherwiſe, ſanctihied be thy name, for that therefore 
Becauſe he makes them to be bolie, who before were not holie , but 
this therefore;that that which i alwaies holie of it ſelf, may alſo of 
men be accounted hole. 
And that the word Fuftife is to bz here (o taken, appears 
1. From verſc 19, 20. for what is there taken from an4 
denied unto-works, 1s here attributed and aſcribed unto faith. 
But of works it is there ſaid that by them #o man living car 
plea not guiltie, or be aſſorted at Gods tribunal. And the mean- 
ing therefore muſt by neceſſarie conſeqence be that by faith 
they may. | 
2. From Chap. $. 33- Where Fuftification is oppoſed to ac- 
exſation or crimination, that is, charging a man with guilt, and 
condemnation, or paſſing ſentence againſt him thereupon, the 
place taken from Eſay 50. 8. and Zxfification therefore con. 
lcqentlie 
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ſeqentlic 2 diſcharge thereof. ! . 
Howbeit becauſe remiſſion of finnes is by ſo manie ſaid either 
to be the veric ſame with Juſtification, or to be at leaſt con- 
tained in it, I ſhall endevor to ſhew what ncer affinj- 
tie and neceſſarie connexion theſe two free gifts of God have 
in the work of mans redemption and reconcilement to God, 
and yet how they are diſtinguiſhed the one from the other. 

- 1+ Remiſſion of ſinxe, tho it be not the ſame — cati= 
on, yet isit a neceſſarie conſeqent of cthcacious Juſtification 
groun1ed upon ſatisfaftion tendred and accepted, made and ad- 
mitted. For as one that hath done a wrong can no way now 
be juitified, but by making full ſatisfa8ion to the Partic wrong- 
ed for the wrong that he hath done,and the offence that he hath 
comrnitted : So when ſuch ſatizfaTjon is made & accepted,and 
the Partic that did it in regard thereof Juftified ,that is, thereby 
thereof Uiſcharged 3 reaſon and eqity reqires that the offence be 
remitted,chat is, that the Partic wronged ceaſe now to be offen- 
ded with him, whome he was juſtlic offended with before. 

2. Remiſſion implic and nakedlie confidered in it (eh, is 
a work of mercie or favor onlic : whereas Fuſtification, to 
ſpeak properlie, is a work of Fftice, Deut. 25. 1- Pfal. $2. 3. 
yea in the (ame a, where upon ſatisfation in ſome other kind 
35 from a ſtranger admitted in the behalf of the delinquent,the 
wrong, is remitted, tho it be a point of favor and mercie in re- 
gard of him to whame it is done, 'yet it is a point of Fwfticein 
regard of him for whome it is done. if it be done at entreatie 
and interceſſion onlie, it is mecr mercie and free favor in regard 
of either ; but then, to ſpeak properlie,there is no Fuftification 3 
if it be done upon a price paid, or valuable conſideration per- 
formed, by a third Partie, it is a matter as well of 7aftice in re- 
gard of the one, as of mercy and free favor in regard-of the o- 
ther, and is not then a naked or bare remiſſion, but juſtification 
properlie ſo tearmed. And this is the caſe of mans juſtification 
for the ſatisfaion made by Chrift. Whence that of Bernard, 
Gratis bac qoqe preflitum eſt : ſed gratis, qd ad te attinet z nam 
quad Chriſtum, non gratis ſaluns fattus es pro nibilo, ſed now de ni- 
bile tamen. This alſo (to wit, Nw work of thy redemption) 
2 Ws 


w4 freelie performed, but freelie, ſo far us concerneth thee for 
in regard of Chriſt, not freelie.. thou art ſavel for nothing, bnt not 
ſaved with xothing : for nothing laid down by thee 3 but not 
without a price paid by him. 

For as for that which a learned Writer of ours hath of a Tudge 
er Ruler, upon ſome weightie conſiderations known to him» 
. (elf, remitting the penaltie of the Law,and ſo diſcharging a guiltie 

Perſon as if he were innocent and righteous, not according to Law 

and 7 uſtice, but out of 2 ſaveraign and abſolute power z as if that 

were he right meaning of the term of Fuſtifyeng in the Apo- 
ſiles diſcourſe, it cannoc hold here. 

For 3. the Fuiification here treated of, is ſuch a Futificati- 
oxas whercin cherc 1s a ſpecial manifeſtation of Gods Fuſtice,verl. 
26. whereas in {ich caſe (which 1n plain terms js no other 
then meer pardon) there may bean ample declarstion of mer 
cie, but no ſuch demonſtration of juſtice at all. nor doth that 
bear anie weight at all with me, which a late Annotator of no 
{mal note doth largelic dilcourle upon the Apoltles paſſages in 
this place, wherein he would have the word ANxaow'rn to figni- 
fie here not ſtridt juſtice, but moderation, eqity, grace and mercie 
in pardon of fine 3 and the word Jixa@ or juſt,conſeqentlie,as it 
is here given unto God, to import a. merciful and charitable 

.perſan 3 and to be taken no otherwile, then as it is given to Fo 
ſeph, Mats. 1. 19. whexe it is {aid of hitn, that being @ righte- 
oxs,that is, a pious and mertifiel man, tie was unwilling to ex- 
pole or ſubject Marie to publick and ſhameful puniſhment, to 
execute the rigor of the Law upon her, or to urge it againſt 
her : athrming withal for the better ſupport of this Paradox, 
which Socinus had  broached before him in his Treatiſe Je 
Chriſto ſervatore, lib. 1..cap. 1» as a thing worthie the obſerva- 
tion, that the word ſel/dome in theſe books (the writings of the 
New Teſtament, I ſuppoſe he means) if ever,belongs or is ap- 
plied to the a of Vindicative or punitive juſtice. All which is 
apparentlie croſs to the main. intent and (cope of the Apoſtle; 
which is, as Cajetane alſo wel obſerves, to ſhew, that in the 
 juftification of a ſinner, concurrunt gratia Dez &* juſtitia Dei, 
both the grace or free favor of God, and the Fuftice of Godalfo 
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eonenr + for it were grace alone, if God ſhould vemit or pardon ſit 
without payment \ which God (faith he) never did nor doth 3 but 
gratie ſue inſerit juſtitiam ſuam, be riveteth into bis grace or fa- 
ver bis juſtice > and this bis juſtice conſiſts in the redemption or ran- 
ſome, that 15, the price that Chriſt paid to ſet us free- And the 
Scripture #berefore ſaith not that we are juſtified by grace alone, but 
by grace and juſtice together,and both of them of God. 

And it ſcercs to me verie ttrange, that this Icarned marr 
ſhould ſay that the word Shrar& or juſt ſhould in thefe bookes 
be ſeld»me or never ment of punitive juſtice. For the Annota- 
tor him(clf acknowledges that the word of Futifying here is a 
juridical term, and as in juridical proceedings, ſo bere there is a 
7 uage, a Client, and a Law, and that the Judge here is God ©: now 
a Judge iscalled a juſt or righteous Fudge,not in regard of ſhew- 
ing favor, or moderation and mercic, but in regard of doing 
Futice eqalic and indifferentlie, according to the (trick right of 
each ones cauſe that comes to be tried bctore him. and F7uftitia 
forenfis, that Juſtice that is exerciſed in Courts and courſes of 
judicature, 15 as well abſolutive aS punitive, that is,conhitts as wel 
m acqitting the guiltles, as in condemniag the guiltie, Dcut. 25.1- 
and 7xtice is the ame incither 3 and that Gods Juſtice"doth 
as well appear in the acqitting us for Chriſt, as in exacting a 
payment for us from Chriſt, Eſay $3. 7- Albeit the word 
Sixes@ Or righteous; and s conjugates, is not verie freqentlic 
found in the writings of the New Teſtament applicd to Conrts 
and courſes of judicatzre, becauſe ſeldome occation to entreat ot 
them, nor are they over-frequentlie attributed to God, as a 
Fuge, and to his judgement, yet where they arc, it is apparent 
enough, that they have an eye to retribative juſtice, conliſting 
in the aſſoiling of the guiltles and doing Fuſtice upon the guiltie. 
To ſuch manner of jadicature had our Saviour Chriſts words 
qcſtionles reſpe& (tho dircdted to private judgement )and not to 
anic favorable or eqitable compliance , when he ſaid to his 
hearers, Foby 7. 24+ Judge not according to ſight or outward ap> 
pearance, but Fucee Thy Otxgioy xgbay, jult or righteous judge» 
ment» Yea, when of himſelf and the judgement that he wil in 
his appointed time execute, he ſaith, Fob 5. 30. As I hear, » 
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I judge, and my judgement i juſt» Which place the Annotator 
himſelf expounds, as of ſaving thoſe that believe on him, (o 
of damning thoſe that rejet bim. And what other ſenſcan the 
word bear in thoſe paſſages of Gods people in the Apocalypſe, 
but of vindicative and punitive Juſtice, when praiſing God for 
avenging them on thcir cruel Perſecutors, they ſay, juſt and tru 
are thy wayes, Rev. 15. 3+ and juſt art thou, in that thou haſt 
_ thus. and tru and juſt ar thy judgements, Chap. 16. 5, 7. 
and of Chriſt riding out turnithed with his trwo-edged ſword and 
Iron Scepter, to execute vengeance on the Nations, and tread 
the wine-pres of Gods wrath among them , be judges and 
warres iy Sixeuorum , in Juſtice, or with righteouſnes ? Chap. 
19. 11. Let the Annotator conſult himſelt on theſe places. 
Or how can he withanie color of reaſon exclude ſuch Fuſtice, 
from his own expoſition of thoſe words of the Evangeliſt, 
x John 2. 29. be is righteous 3 that is, Chriſt is a moſt juſt Fudge ? 
which himſelf alſo expreſlic inſerts m the expolition of the 
ſame term given to Chriſt, the jut Fudge, 2 Tim. 4+ 8. tho I 
ſuppoſe there not ſo neceſ[arilie, becauſe the alluſion 15 there ra- 
ther to the Fudges or Triers at the ſolemn Olympick games, as 
the Annotator alſo well obſerves. Yea, not to go far for ſuch 
uſe of the word, when our Apoſtle in this Epiſtle,Chap. 1. 32. 
ſaith of the Heathen, who knowing 13 JMugtousTe Os, the 
judgement or juſt judgement, Nagronpeole, as it is termed Chap. 2. 
5. of God, that thoſe that commit ſuch things ar worthie of death; 
where it is apparent what Juſtice or Tukpmay is intended. 
Again, where Chap. 3- 4, 5+ he faith of God, citing Davids 
words, Pſa). 51. 4+ that thou maiſt be juſtified 3 or as the Plal- 
miſt hath it, be jujt, that is, appear ſo to bez that the meaning is 
of punitive Fuftice, as the dritt of Davids-\ſpcech plainlie de- 
montirates , ſo the Apoſtle alſo ſheweth evidentlie in his verie 
next words, where the oppolite term aNws is uſed, is God nn- 
juſt in taking vengeance ? nor can the words be otherwiſe wel 
expounded, Chap. 9- 28, 14- where the Apoſile citeth a paſ- 
ſage out of Eſzy 10. 21, 22+ wherein God threatning tomake 
ſuch a round reckoning, with his people, that a poor remnant 
{hould remain when the account was calt up, ſayes he on 
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do it P78 as the Prophet, is Nxaroovry, that is, in juſtice or 
righteouſnes, a5 the Apoſtle, whoalſo in the ſame Chapter, de- 
mandeth whither there be anie. injwſtice or anrighteouſnes with 
God, in dealing thus with the Jews. Laſtlie, to conclude with 
a moſt conſpicuous place, the ſame Apoſtle, 2 Theſc 1+ 5, 6+ as 
he calleth the judgement of God to be exerciſed in taking ven- 
geance on the Perſecutors of his people to be Nzeloy xplny, a juſt 
judgement 3 ſo to proov it to be ſuch, for that,faith he,Hizaey 
T:94 ©49, it is ajuſt thing with God (© todo : which place how- 
ſocver the Annotator contend not to be ment of the Loft Ocou- 
menical judgement, yet he cannot denie to be ſpoken of vindica» 
tive juſtice, which the words, 6xS{xnnv $1121 , to give vengeance 
or to take it, as we uſuallie phraſe it , do evidentlie in exprets 
terms import. This exception and obſervation therefore is of 
no force to weaken the reccived expoſition of the word Hixar® , 
that is, juſt or righteous in this place attributed to God, as ta- 
ken in a notion of retributive juſtice exerciſed in condemning the 
guiltie and aſſouling the guiltles. 

2+ The juſtification of a fanner as it is here deſcribed and de- 
fended,is ſuch as is tranſacted and acted not by a mcer ſoveraign 
and abſolute power alone, but in a legal way, and according to 
Law. whence it is that the Apoſtle faith that thereby the Law 
is not infringed or annulled, but eſtabliſhed, verſ. 31. and as our 
Saviour himſelf ſpeakes, not diſſolved, but fulfilled, Mat.5. 17, 
18. For the further clearing whereof, we ar toconlider thar 
Chriſt in Scripture is termed not onelie worms, & Mediator, 
1 Tim. 2. 5-. One that mediates and dealeth between God 
and us, as a man may do b:tween two perſons, thatar at va- 
riance either with other, by perſuaſion and intreatic, and ma- 
king uſe of his intereſt in cither,cndevoring to compole the dit- 
ference between them, yet not engageing himſelf for ought to 
either 3 but he is ſaid to be alſo tyſv& ſponſor, a ſuretie, 'an un- 
dertaker, one that engageth himſelf far the articles agreed up» 
on in the Covenant of the Goſpel between God and Man, Heb.7. 
22. Gods ſuretie to man tor the performance of all the grati- 
ous promiſes made on Gods part, which are all of them yes 
and amen in him, 2 Cor. 1. 20+ Mans ſuretie to God, for the 
dil- 
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diſcharge of the debt of all thoſe that have intereſt in him, and 

makeing, ſatisfaTion to God by doing and enduring in his hu- 

mane nature, whatſoever could in Juſtice be reqircd to that 

purpoſe for their delingenciesand breaches of his Law. Hence 

that of Eſay 53+ 6, 7+ We all had ftrayed, had deviated from 

the rule and directions of Gods Law ; for that is the nature of 
all eſfinne, 1 Fobn. 3- 4+ had tzrned afide each one to his own 

way, betaking himſelt to ſome one wicked courſe or other, aud 
the Lord cauſed the iniqitie (that is, the guilt of our fin; as Pſal. 
32+ 5+) of us all to meet on him. It was exatted, (as Funins a- 

right renders it) and he anſwered, that is, undertook, engaged 
himſclt,for the diſcharge ot it ; as a learned French writcr Lewis 
Cappel wel renders the word) yea hedid reallic anſwer it, as we 
uſe to ſay,ofa partie or his ſuretie. upon payment made,or ſatis- 
faction given , that he hath anſwered the debt. For the word 

here uſed, even in the form- here uſed, is taken in a notion of 
anſpering,Ezek, 14-+3;6-yea and that of areal kind of anſwering3 
as by infliding there,{o by ſuſtaining here z by taking vengeance 

in the one place, by giving ſatisfaction 1n the other, cither of 
web by the term of payment,we ar wont to expres. Now where 
ful ſatisfaftion is made and accepted for the the breach or tranſ- 
greſſion of a Law, the Law is not thereby repealed or abrogated, 
but it is rather thereby manifeſtcd to be firm and of force to ob= 
lige thoſe whom it concerns, either to the ſtrict obſervation of 
it,or to@juſt compenſation in ſume kind or other made for de- 
fault theageim committed.and this hath our SaviourChrilt in our 
behalf exWbited. For howloever Idare not run out fo far as to 
aftirm as manie do.that our Savior ſuffered the verie (clt-ſame 
torments , partlie in his Agonie and partlie on the Crols, that 
the darnned ſouls ſuffer, and thoſe that have intereſt 1n the'me- 
rit of his ſufferings,ſhould have ſuffercd in Hell;much les that he 
ſuffered ſuch an high degree of torments in thoſe few how- 
ers while he hung on the Crols, as did in the intenfion and ex- 
tremitie thereof ad pondus tor weight anſwer and was adeqate 
unto all thoſe penalties, made up into one Maſs, and compri- 
{cm one lump, that unto all eternitie the whole multitude 
of Gods elect, tor all whoſe finnes he ſatisfied, were to have

the pay du to it, a militarie term) death ; and that eternal 
death is intended, appeares by its oppolite, everlaſting life, (aid 
there to be Gods Donative, as Tertullian wel renders it, being 2 
term of the like nature with the tormer, that is, his larges or 
free gift : ſuch as the Roman Generals belides their pay uſed 
to conter upon their Souldierie : and tho granted would hard- 
lie withdraw weight enough, to make a hnite creature capable 
of it within ſo narrow a ttint of time, as ſome three bowrs 
could make up. I conceiv, that keeping our (elves within the 
bounds of Chriſtian ſobriety in this protound myſteric, we may 
fafcly ay, that Chritts humiliation through the whole. courſ of 
his hife, and his ſatferings as wel in Soul as in Bodie, in his 
whole humane nature conlilting of both necr upon his death, 
together with his death in that manncr inflicted and ſultained, 
the eminencic ot the perſon being even God as wel as Man, 
that was content to expoſe and abaſe him(clt unto al this, Phil. 
2. 6-$. being duclie weighed, was ſuch and ſo great as God 
deemed in Fuſtice eqivalent unto, and wel wortnic to weigh 
down, whatſoever was reqilite tothe dilcharge of the d-<bt of 
all thoſe that had intereſt therein. For as for that which the 
ſame Autor ſubjoins, and ſome other alſo have thercin con- 
curring with him, that the worth and excellencie of Chrits per= 
ſon, was onlie to make the patlion available to manie, but was 
not at all to diſpenſ with thc continuance nar the gricvoulnes 
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of his pains; and that if it might diſpenſ with anie degree of 
extremitic of puniſhment due to fin, it might diſpenſalſo with 
two, and ſo conſeqentlic with all 3 ſcems co ty and ttint Gods 
juſtice to over- ſtrict terms 3 and the worth and value of Chrilts 
ſufferings to ſuch a preciſe rate, as their private cltimation (hal 
deem hit to aſſign it. Ason the other lite they (cem to raiſe it 
toan higher eſtimate then there appears good ground tor, and 
to control Gods wiſdome in the dilpoling the mcaus of procu- 
ring mans juſtification in ſuch manncr as hc hath d.ligned, and 
in ſuch a mcalure of ſufferings and humiliations as he aligned 
Chriſt to undergo, who ſtick not to athrm, that the le z/t drop 
of Chriſts bloud wa of ſo infinite a valew, as wa ſufficient to 
make a ful ſitifaftion to Grids Fuſtice for the diſcharge of the 
finnes of the whole World. Wruica it it were tru, tacn the 
bloud ſhed in the Circumciſion of our Saviour had been. ſuthci- 
ent to have anſwered Gods Futice, and to have made a ful come 
penſation to whatſoever the Jaw of God could in utmolt rigor 
have reqired on the part of all that had ever trin{greſled it, 
And ſo all that Chriſt afterward cither did or endurcd, and his 
death it ſelf the upſhot ot all had been fupcrtiuous and necdlcs ; 
which how it will confitt with the wiſdome of God, and love to 


- Þis Sonne, 1 (hall leave to be deemed by others oft deeper reach 


then my (elf. Howſocver Chritt having of his own accord 
become our ſuretie, and undertaken the diſcharge of our debt, 
and it bcing at the choife of the Creditor or Partie wronged, 
even according to Law to require ſatafadion of the debt, or com- 
penſation of the wrong done, cither trom the Debtor and delia- 
quent himſelf, or from his Suretie, as 1t 15 a favor and m:rcie in 
God to forbear the exatting it of us, who were «9xm47s of no 
abilitie, unable utterlic to pertorm it, Rom. 5. 6. (oif is not 
againſt, but according to-his Law, even that Law unto wiich

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For tr. In its native notion and proprietie the word 218717 
in Hebrew, and icar7 in Greek, as alſo whatſoever term we 
can frame in Latinz or Englith to anſwer in anie du analogje 
unto cither of theſe ewo, it doth and muſt include a notion of 
Fuſtice in it. For howſoever we trulie affirm that neither of 
theſe, the Hebrew or Greek term do necefſarihe intimate 
a making juſt, (ave in ſuch ſenl as hath formerlic ben hinted, 
and might therefore 1n Latine be rendred by the word juare, 
derived from juſtns, in the ſame form and ſen with probare 
from probus,which tignifics not to make allowed or ſ1und,but to 
proov Or approov as ſich, as wel as by the word juſti/icare,which 
tho not tound in the Antient Latine Autors, but tramed in 
latter times by Chriſtian writers to expreſs thole Hebrew aud 
Greck terms, yet 15 now grown into common uſe, whercas tit 
other is not : yet as wel the one term as the other, will as thoſe 
it anſwers to, bear in the forched of it. a gption not of favor or 
mercie, but of Juſtice and right. and it is not unworthic the ob- 
ſerving, that howſoever the word Sixeizy in Scripture and 
Chriſtian writers be uſed in reterence to the H-brew pM%nin 
the bettcr ſcnſ for to aſſoil and aecqiz, yet among the Anticnt 
Grecks (as I have e!ſwhere evidenced and evinced) that term 
was uſcd onlie in the wors ſenſ for to caſt or condems,and to ex- 


ecute Or puniſh, becauſe in ſuch caſes Faſtice1s preſumed or pre-. 


tended at leaſt to be done on perions to dealt with; and we thal 
find the word therefore in Hcathen writers not diltingurſhed 
onlic from pardon, but oppolcd thereunto, as in that cited by a

2- In its ordinarie and vulgar uſe there is no other matter in- 
timated, then of 7aſtice and right, not of favor or affettion. nor 
as we have formcrlie ſhewed, 15 cither the Hebrew or Greek 
term ever taken in anie ſuch notion of favor and relaxation of 
Tutice and right in the Bookes of Scripture : nor in our com= 
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mon ſpeech do we intend or rnd anie ſuch matter,when 
we cither ſay, or hear others ſay, Toz juttifie your ſelf 3 and You 
juſtifie bim, and, Ile juſtifie ſuch an one, and the like. And to 
fay then that the word in this place and this dilcours is to be (© 
taken, without ſome good proof from the Text it (elf, is but 
petitio principiz, a begging ot that that 1s at preſent in debate, 
I wil adde a few not unht Confiderations or Obſervations on- 

lie, and (olcave this hed.

1- Tobcin a ſtate of juſtification, is to be in a jutitiable con- 
dition, when a man 1s to diſpolcd, and the caſe itands fo 
with him, that he may be trulic juſtizied, that is, he 
may juſtlie be defended, maintaincd, afſoiled, declared, pro- 
nounced, diſcharged as not. guiltic , as faultles upon anuie oc- 
calion, or- as occalign ſhal reqire ; for there is not always 
a preſent uſe or need of jufrihcation. As a man ought at al 
times to be paticntlic diſpoſed, to be contznuallic ot a patient 
diſpoſition 3 but there is no acting or exercil; of it, ſave upon 
ſome ſpecial occation. Patientie z# proſperis nullus eſt uſus, laith 
Gregorie, There 4s #0 uſe of patience in times of proſperitie z when 
all goes with a man according to his own heazts delize. So tho 
'aman be, and it meerlic concern him ſo to be, alwaics, and at 
al titnes, in « ſtate of juſtification, 11 a jutifiable condition, yet is 
there no- uſe of juſtification, until he be geſtioned, and unles 
ſomewhat be objected againit him. To athrm a man to be 
an honeſt, or a juſt, or a. wiſe, ora lerned man, when no man 
makes qeſtion of him, or averres ought tothe contraric, is to 
commend him, not to juſtifie him 3 but when his honeſtic, or his 
integritie, or his wiſdome, or his lerning ſhal be qcltioned or 
controverted, doubted of, or denied, then to viadicate his ho- 
ne{tie, integritie, wildome, or lerning is to juſtihe him. How- 
beit then a man may be faid to be in a ſtate of juſtihcation, even 
when no ſuch thing is, it he be {o qalitied as that it may be 
jultlie and trulie upon good ground done, when occaſion ſhal 
reqire. Thus God is always juſtifiable, becauſe ever in all 
things ju, Pſal. 92. 15+ and 145+ 17+ But isthen ſaid tobe 
ju 
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jutifed, when the Fuftice and cqity of his courſes is qeſtioned, 
Koms. 3+ 4+ Exzeck, 18. 23» 

2. To be aftually and occafionally Fuſtifed,is for one upon fuch 
occafions emicrgent, to be defended, maintained, approved,and 
ſenteace paſſed in his behalf, againit thoſe, that (hall..charge 
him with ought, Eſay 50s 8. Roms. $. 33. 1 King $. 32: 

Thus t!1cn upon a mays entrance into the ſtate of grace, ha« 
ving right to and intercit in the (atisfaction made by Chriſt, he 
is preſentlie'diſcharged ot aud trecd trom the guilt of all his 
fore paſſed tranſgreſſions, and put jnto a ſtate of Jultitication, 
and he is ſo now diipoſed; it -{tands fo with: him, he is in that 
ſtate and condition, that he may be jultitied;zwhenſoever occali- 
on thercot ſhal be, Tit. 3-5 ,7+ but then may God be ſaid 
actua)lic or occalionallic to jultihe ſuch,when againlt Satans ac-- 
cuſations, or wicked meus aſperlions, he cleers:them and gives 
ſentence againſt the,calumnies ot their Adyerſaries in their:be- 
half, Rom.$. 33. he conin.ndcd Fubto Satan, Fob 1: 8. be 
juſtitied him againſt Satan, Fob 2. 3. 

2+ That it1s one thing to be. made or conſtituted jut, and an- 
other thing to be Futifted. And a man who before was met. 
j#t, cannot trulic be tified, unles he be firſt made or conſtituted

1+ Tho the word Fuſtife do not ſignifie in proprietie or:com- 
mon uſe to make juſt, as hath formerlie ben ſhewed, yet 4man 
that hath done a wrong and 3s a delinquent, that he may be Ju- 
liiied,muſt be made jwt,not inherentlic jag, for tho he were ſo, 
yct were not that ſuthcient to cleer him from the guilt of his 
tore paſſed unjuſt. at. a man that hath played the theif, albeit 
afterward he become tormallie juſi, that is, tho by wholeſome 
advice and good admonition he.be brought to repent of; bis 
formcr thievith courſcs, and thencetorth become a new man, a 
tru man 3 yct wil not that diſcharge him from the guilt of his 
theft formerlie committed z but he muſt ſo be made jutt, that 
is, guiltles and blameleſs-,-as that he may anſwer the rigor 
of Law and of Juſtice, exe he can trulie be juſtified : (for it 
is the guilt of the offence that Juſtitication regards) and 
this cannot be done but by a plenarie ſatisfaction for :the 

wrong 
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wrong done and the offence formerlie committed, exhibited 
and accepted. and this is that juſtice or righteouſnes that the A- 
poltle intimates, when he ſaith, that by the obedience of one ( to 
wit, of Chriſt) manie are made or conſtituted,  xe0igmsr]as, juſt, or 
righteous, Rom. 5. 19-not tormallie or habicuallie,but rclativelie, 
in reference to the Law, and the guilt of finne ariſing from it. 
On which place Calvine, Hinc colligimus Chriftum,eo qod Patri 
ſatisfeceretjuſtitian: nobis compar aſſe. Hence we gather, that Chriſt 
by making ſatisfaGtion to the Father hath procured or purchaſed 
wſtice or righteouſnes for us. 

2+ That whichis exhibited whither by doing or ſifting, 
or bath in way of ſatisfaction and ſo accepted, being ſuch as 
makes a plenaric compenſation for an offence formerlie com- 
mitted z becauſe it utterlie extinguiſheth and aboliſheth the 
wrong, ſo taketh it away, as it it n.ver had ben it juttly pro- 
Cures a guiltleſnes, a blamcleſnes unto the delingent, in whoſe 
behalf it is performed 3 and makes him therefore to be reputed 
in the cye of Law and Jultice, as now no delingent, but as 
guiltles, faultles and juſt: there being no m:dium between theſe 
two juſt and unjuſt, nor between guiltles and juſt. ſee Dent-25+ 
x-this guiltleſnes therctore is jultlic termed juſticez and the 
partie couſeqentlie by pica thereot upon auie emergent ncca» 
fron may be trulic jajtified. and ſuch guiltleſtes archeived by 
Chriſis fatsfaCtion made to Gods Law and his Juftice, makes 
the partie unto whoni the ſame is impated, and who hath in- 
tereſt therein, trulic nanied and juſthe deemed juſt, and to be in 
the ſtate of juftification,or ina juſtifiable condition. 2 Cor.5.2 1. 
and this is that, not the ſatisfafion it (elf, but the griltleſnes

vertu of that inhibiting Law produce - guilt. Now in re- 
gard of this latter juſtice or righteoulnes, confilting in a tree- 
dome from the filth of finne, tne factntal ar trulic and-fincere- 
lie, but impertectlie juſt, or righteous, Fob 1. 1. and 9. 3, 15, 
21- and 23+ 10.. Lak, 1. 6. in regard ot the former, conliſting, 
in a freedome from the guilt ot {1n, they ar fullic, complcatlie, 
p:rfe&lic juſt or righteous, 1 Fob# 1. 7+. the one 15 the righte- 
ouſnes of ſanCtihcation, the other the righteouſnes of juſtifi- 
cation : that in this lite at leaſt, unegallic ſhared 3 this cqallic 
imparted to each, being in common accepted for and imputed 
unto all. Whence that of Luther, Z£qejuſtus latro in crue, at- 
ge ip beata Virgo Maria, that The convert theif on the Croſs was 
all out as juſt, or. rigbteous, as.the bleſſed Virgin Marie, Chriſts 
Mother. 
4+ That there is a twofold Juſtification, 

1+ General, in regard of all fin whatſoever in general 3 

2. Particular, in regard of ſome fpecial or particular crime. 
And a man that 1s jult and juſtihable in wav1s of {ome parti- 
cular offence, yet may not be jultihable in-genera!.. So Fob 
charged by his trends with gros hypocrifie, oppreſſion and cru- 


eltic, Fob 22. 5-9. ſtands ſtitlic 1n juſtification of hiniſelf, Chap. 


23+ 10» and 27. 5. and yet in general acknowledgeth that he 
could not be juſtified, nor anſwer for one a of a thouſand, 
ſtould God cal him to a ſtrift account, Chap.g.2,3. arid a man 
that is unjuſt and cannot be” juſtified in general, yet may be 
juſt and juttitiable in regard of fome paiticular. So David, tho 
in the general he declines Gods ſtrict dealing in way of judica- 
ture with him, Pſgl. 143. 2+ yet in particular, upon falſe int- 
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putations caſt upon him, he appealeth ſolemnlie thereunto,P/ſa7. 
7. 3, 4, $,9. and 38. 19, 20. yea the wickedeſt man in the 
would, and the Devil himſclt, may thus be legallie juſt and tru- 


lie juſtified, becauſe in that particular gwltles, when ſome cri- 


minal a& ſhall be wrongtullic charged on him, that was never 
committed by him. But it is general juſtification, that is en- 
treated of and intended in this place. 

And thus we have endevored to ſhew what the word Fufti- 
fie doth preciſelic denote in this place. 

The Uſe whereof brieflie may be 3 

1- Toinform us aright concerning the diſtin&t notion and 
nature of divers graces of God, that tho they be knit and hnkt 
one to an other, hang all on one ſtring or chain, are all truits 
of Gods favor tuwards us in Chriſt, concurall together in and 
with all thoſe that are reconciled to God in Chriſt; yet are 
things of a ſeveral and diſtinct nature and notion, Sanctihcati» 
on is one thing, Juſtihcation an other, and Remiitſion of tinne a 
third, as hath been ſhewed. And yct again fo far torth to re» 
concile and qalife the differences of div-rs of thoſe that ſeem 
to miltake, and miſcxpound the word here uſcd, that not- 
withſtanding this theur miſtake, they may not maintain anie 
crrortherefore in matter of faith : onclic they uſe forme words 
and Phraſcs improperlie z and miſexpound {ume places 3 but os 
therwiſc ſay nothing but what is orthodox and agreeable to the 
analogie of faith, 

Yea to remoov ſore groundles controverſi:s b. tween us and 
the Papiſts, and clcer ſome miſtakes and milunderitandings on 
either ſide. while the Papilts charge us to ho!d, thaca man is 
made formallie, habituallie, inherentlic holic and righteous by 
Chriſts holines and rightcouſnes imput<d unto us, as it a black: 


De juſtifi- Moor, ſaith Bcllarmine, were made white by cating a white 
e. 1, 2, c. garment upon him, whercas we ſay-no ſuch matter. and with- 


all he acknowledgeth, that, 'if woacn our writers ſay, that 
Chriſts rightcouſncls is imputcd anto us, their micaning were 
no other but this, that Chrifts merits are imputcd unto us, be- 
cauſe they ar given unto us, and we may cendcr enem unto 
God for the diſcharge of our ſinnes, in regard that Chriti hath 
taken

taken upon hit the burden & mitking ſatisfaction fot ou? 
ſinnes, arid of reconcllibg tis to God his Father, they held no- 
thing therein but what is right 3 tho (faith he) the manner of 
ſpeaking that they ule, is vetie ſeldome or never found either 
in the Scriptures or the Antient Fathers. And the trath is, 
that preciſe torn of ſpeaking can hirdlie be found ih Scripture 3 
nor is that juſtice whereby we ar faid to be juſtified; calfed,! as 
we have obſerved, the jultice of Chriſt; bit the juſtice of God. 
But yet the ſame Bellarmine elſwhere conteſſeth, that Chrilt , 
is rightlie called our Juftice, or Righteoufnes; Firſt, becauſe 
he worketh righteoulnes in us :- and ſecondlie, becauſe he hath 
made ſatisfaction to his Father for ns, and that his ſatisfaction 
he doth betiow on us, and'communicate untbuis, when he ju- 
ſtifies us,that he or it may wel be called our ſatisfaction,andour 
righteouſnes. For tho (ſaith he) by -righteouſnes inherent in 
us, we 2r trulic juſt or righteous, and ar trulie {o termed yet 
do we not thereby make ſatisfaction to God for our faults and 
tor eternal damnation du'thereuntos but both that inherent 
righteouſncs, and the remiſſion of the fault and eternal penal- 
tic thereto du, ar the cffect of Chrifts ſatisfaction, which as the 
Councel of Trent Gaith,is inJuſtitication beftowed on us,and ap- 
plicd unto us. Nor were it at all abſurd on this wiſe to fay,that 
Chriſts righteouſnes and merits are imputed unto us, ſince that 
they ar ſo conferred on us and applied unto us, asif we had (a> 
tished God our ſelves. Speaks he not as much as anic Proteſtant 
doth, or can do, in this point? yea it may be ſomewhat more 
then ſome will approov of : {> that herein and hitherto the Pa» 
piſts, ſo manic ot them at leaſt a$ herein agree with him, and 
nioſt” Proteſtants concurre'; (howſoever in other poitits con» 
cerning the merit \akd worth of works ant ſatisf tion made by 
them for venial ſins, to'be expiated 'otherwile by Pargatorie pe» 
n3ltics, and ſome other the ike differences we keep far fm 
dcr) 'and much timeand pautsar ſpent and waſted on cither 
part, by them ori the"one tid,” in contending againit ſich! ajs 
im/mtation of Chriſts righteonſues, as none of ourvever dreamed 
of z and by. mane ha on the other ſide, in'confating what 


they deliver of mar inte that term! they man 
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not Fuftification, iricklie ſo. termed, but Sanfifieation impro- 
perhe by them ſotiled 3 and fo the Air onelie is to no purpoſe 
between them both beaten, while the one cither wil not ſee, or 
marks not what the other means. 
A ſecond Uſe may be to miniſter much comfort toeverie 
found and tru-hearted Chriſtian : 
1+ Againſt the temtations and accuſations of Satan, and of 
the wicked of this World. The Devil 15 tiled as the temter, fo 
the accuſer of the Brethren, Revel. 12. 10. and the wicked of 
the world are over-prone to traduce them as evil docrs, 1 Pet.

50. 8. and the Apoſile Paxl, Rom. 8. 33+ bid dchance to 
cither, God wil defend him againſt cither. It Satan. ſhal offer 
to traduce him with God, or to accuſe him unto God,as he did 
- Fob, or worldlie men cenſure him for an Hypocrite and a for- 
malitt, as Fobs frends did him, God himſelf wil vindicate him 
as wel againit the one as the other : Fob 2. 3. and 42. 7, 8. 
he wil bring forth his rightcouſnes as the light, and make his 
cauſe or caſe as clear as the noon-day, Pſal. 37. 6. everie 
toung that enforms ought againit him, ſhal it ſelt be caſt and. 
condemned, Eſay 54+ 17+ what accuſer or acculation can pre- 
vail to the conviction or condemnation of him, whome. Chriſt 
ſucs for, whome God aſſoils? Roms. 8. 33, 34+ 
2. Againlt the remainders, of fixne and corruption within him, 
conſidering that notwithſtanding them, he may be, and is, if he 
have intercſt in Chriſt, in- the ſtate of jeſtification, for juſtificati- 
01 regards not the filth but the gile of finne 3 and tho juſtifica- 
tion be never ſevercd trom ſanification, yet is ſandlification here 
but imperfe& z whereas juſtification is grounded upon that that 
brings a perfe&t diſcharge of guilt with it, z Fob 1+ 7: 
3+ Againſt the fear of Gods indignation and wrath. tor being 
juftified by Chrifts bloud, ſaith the Apoſtle, we ſyal much more by 
bim be ſaved from wrath, Rom.

God is not 
like Pilate, who though he pronounced Chriſt yn yet for” 
all that would ſcourge him, condemn him, and give him up to 
be crucified, Lak, 23. 14-16, 22+ | irar 19» 6, 16. yea injuſtice 
it were to exact that from anie of thoſe who have intereſt in 
Chriſt, for which he had received ſatisfa@ion from Chriſt their 
ſuretie before, Eſay 53. 6, 7- . 

5. Againſt their want of worth, in regard of manie other of 
far more eminent parts of pi:tie and ſanQimonie. ' for howſo- 
ever in regard of thoſe graceful parts, that excellent luſtre of 
inherent holines, that renders them, as wel gratious in the fight 
of God, as conſpicuous in the eyes of men, there is as vaſt dif- 
ference and as diſtant degrees between Saint and $ aint here be- 
low upon the carth, as there is between Star and Star aloaft in 
the Heavens 3 1 Cor. 15. 41+ yet as In remiſſion of fin, {o in 
juſtification, and in Chrifts ſatisfatiion the ground of either, the 
meaneſt, weakeſt and pooreſt Chriſtian hath an eqal ſhare with 
the moſt eminent and excellent. And therein doth'cithers bleſ- 

ſednes principallie conſiſt, Pſal. 32. r, 2+ 

6. Againlt condemnation and ſentence of judicature, tho juſt- 
lie paſt here upon him, and deſervedlic inflicted. for notwith- 
ſtanding that alſo, having his peace made with God, and re- 
conciled to him in Chriſt, he thal with the penitent and faith- 
ful Theit on the Crols, for Chriſts ſatisfa$on, and diſcharged 
and be pronounced guiltles at Gods tribunal, nor ſhal his igno» 
minious ſuffering exclude him from entrance into the place 
of his eternal reſt and blis, no more then the like did his and 
our ſuretie Chriſt Jeſus, after his ſatisfaction finiſhed and ac- 
cepted, which not for himſelf, but for him and al Gods ele, 
was by him both undertaken and exhibited, Heb.

Faith, or what act of Faith it is, whereby we ar (aid here to be 
juſtified,

- the former, we (hall.cudevor to ſhew, - 
73 What ac of Faith it i5 not, and 2. what it is. 
: In the former I am encountred with two erroneous (as to me 
ems} miftakes and cxtreams, the one falling ſhort of the tru 
nature of juſtifying Faith, or that att of faith whereby we ar 
faid to be juſtified and the other, as 11 oppoſition it uſuallie 
falls out, going as far beyond it, as the other comes. ſhort of it. 

The former error or miſtake is of thoſc, who by Faith wil 
have here wnderſiood nothing cls but a general beleit, or aſſent 
of the niindto the truth of Gods word in general, or at leaſt, 
tothe doctrine of the Goſpel in ſpecial, concerning (alvation 
by Chriſt, to wit, that Jeſus Chrilt is the onlie Saviour and Re- 
deemer of Mankind. that which is commonlic termed Hetori- 
eal. Faith, but' of (ome learned writers rather by a fitter term 
Dogmatical-Faith,becaule it reſpects nat ſo much the Hiſtorie 
of the Scripturc in gencral, or of Chrilts htc and death in par- 
ticular, as the dottrine contained: in the word, or that more 
ſpecially concerning Chritt laid down in the Goſpel. 

Some difference indeed 1 find herein, between the Papiſts, 
and thoſe of- ours, the one makeing Gods word in general the 
obje& of this Faith, the other reſtraining it to the promiſes of 
the Goſpel. but the difference is not great, and this latter is. in> 
eluded in the former. Now tru it 15, and maſi of neccflity be 
granted, that this Dogmatical Faith, or ſuch an act of Faith as 
it implies, is a neceffarie antecedent of juliifying Faith, and 
Rycth a ground and foundation for it.., But that It is the ve- 
ric juſtifying act of Faith, with moſt of our writers and teach- 
ers I cannot admit and condeſcend.unto 3 yet not becaule that 
the Popiſh partic moſilic maintain it, (for even the Papilts ho!d 
manie truths in common, both with us. and other orthodox 
Chriſtians.) nor becauſe the moſt of ours oppoſe and impuga 
it, (for we make no ineer nmans.or mens judgementthe ground 
of our faith,) but becauſe I deem it unſound ang repugnant to 
Gods word, 

My reaſons ar theſe. 

1- That Faith, which the Devils and damned Spirits may 
have, cannot be juſtifying Faith, or the juſtifyinga@ of Faith. 

For 
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For juſtifying Faith is a moſt pretious Pearl, 2 Pet. 1.1. a fecial 
gift, Eph. 2. 8. and grace of God, as the word ixaela» im-» 
ports, Philip. 1. 29. And being o, it is conſqentlie ſach an 
endowment, as thoſe damncd Spirits have not, nor ar capab'e 
of. But this belcif either of the word of God in general; or of 
the dotrine of the Goſpel concerning Salvation by Chriſt in 
particular, cven the Devils themſelves may have, and have. 
That there is a God, the Devils,(aith 7 2mes, bcleiv, aud tremble, 
Fam. 2+ 19- they beleiv there isa God, and bclciving that, 
belciv witha! that he 15a tru God, and that his word is tru ; did 
they not belciv it, they would not tremble. and indeed what is 
the reaſon why wretched Atheiſts, wors hcrein then the Devil, 
tremb!c not at Gods word,but becauſe they belciv not that there 
is a God, or that the word is the word ofa God, or that it is a 
word of truth ? yea cven the Devils, as they beleiv a God, fo 
they beleiv a Chrnlt too. So themſclvs profeſſe, I know 
who thou art » (ſay they, ſpeaking to Chriſt) evex that holie one 
of God, Mark, 1+ 24- and again, Wyat bave I to doe with thee, 
Feſus, the Sonne of the mot bigh God ? Mark 5. 7. and yet 
turther, if this b2 not ſuflicient, thou art 3 xgrsbs, tbe Chriſt, or 
that Chriſt, the Sonne of God, Lu, 4+ 41- what more in this 
kind could, or did Peter ſay ? Matth. 16..16- compare Peters 
confeſſion there, and the Devils here, and (ce if not in ſubſtance 
onlie, but in terms alſo, they be not the veric ſame. Hereunto 
might be added, that A&. 16. 17. where the Spirit of divina- 
tion in the Damſel poſſeſſed therewith, avouches of Paul! and. 
Silas, Theſe men are the ſervants of the moſt high God, who ſhes. 
unto you the way of ſalvation. he contefſeth that the doctrine 
taught by them, was the way whereby God had appointed that 
mcn ſhould be ſaved. It is apparent hereby that even the Divels 
may have, yea and have that faith, which theſe men aſhrm to, 
b2 jutiifying taith 3 and which yet in truth it cannot be. 
But againlt this Argument ſome exceptions have ben given 
me by ſome : which I thal endeavor to remoov. | 
The firlt exception taken by a young Divine having ſome 
employment in the Citic about the time, when 1 delt in this 
argument, was this, that it followed not, becauſe the Devil thus 
{pake 
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ſpake of or unto Chriſt, that therefore they beleived him to be 
ſo as they ſard.they might ſpeak it in a colloging way,as did the 
Herodians, Mat. 22. 16+ when coming to tempt and entan= 
gle him, they ſay , Maſter we krow that thou art tru , and 
teacheſt the way of God trulie without reſpet of or regard 
unto the perſon of anie. which yetit may jultlie be doubted, 
whether in truth they beleived. and fo may it be of what the 
Devils are related to have (aid. 

For anſwer whereunto I ſhal not ſtand to diſcuſſe what like- 
lyhood hereof there is, whether the ſpzcch of the one and the 
other be alike 3 or whether the Devils came at thoſe fimes, 
when thoſe things were uttered by them,on purpoſe, as the He + 
rodians did,to tempt and entangle Chrilt, 

But I anſwer directlie, 

1+ That it canot be, but that the Devils muſt needs know as 
much as there they do contes. To make it evident by an in- 
ſtance. ſuppoſe the Grand Signior er Tx-ki/p Emperour, hold- 
ing(as at this day he doth) in captivity the ſubjects of divers 
Chriftian Princes and States not a few. ſome one of thoſe Prin- 
ces, whoſe ſubjes he ſo holds, ſhould undertake an expediti- 
on, wherein he would go himſelf in perſon, for the deliverie of 
his ſubje&s ſo deteined, enter upon his territories, defeat him, 
ſubdu him, releaſe his captives and ſet them at libertie, take the 
Captiver of them captive, and lead him in triamph 3 were 1t 
now poſſible but that: the tyrant this dealt with ſhould 
know, that this Prince, who had done all this, were the delive- 
rer of his p:ople? It is the verie caſe here. The Dive), the 
Prince of darknes, the God of this world, held in thraldome 
and ſervitude the greateſt part of the world ; our bleſſed $:. 
vior comes, he defeats him, Lake 10.18. diſpoſſeſſeth him, Fobs 
12. 31+ diſarmes him, rifles him, Luk, 11- 21, 22. relcues 
men dailic out of his hands and bands, Coloſ. 1. 13. leads 
him captive, Eph. 4. $8. triumphs over him, Coloſc 2. 15. and 
is 1t poſſible that this ſpiritual tyrant ſo defeated, difarmed, 
diſpoſleſt,defpoiled, bercaft of his prey and purchaſe, captived, 
triumphed, ſhould not know and beleiv this Jeſus Chriſt by 
whom all this was done, to be the Savior and redcemer of 

man« 
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mankind ? it is a thing utterli ;npoſſble and ſcarce credible, 
that anie man ſhould make qeſtion at all of it. 

But 2. to put this out of geſtion; what ſome ſcriptures ſay 
that the Devils acknowledged,others of them expreſlie ſay that 
they knew. ſo Mark 14S verſ 24+ it is related how the Divel in 
the man poſſe(t ſaid to Chrilt, Tkyow who thou art 3 {o verſ 34- 
it is ſaid of thoſe friends which Chriſt caſt out, that he would 
not ſuffer the Divels, (not ##aniy to fay, but aaany) to ſpeak 
becauſ they knew him. they profeſſed not onlie to know him, 
but they knew him indeed. and more fullie yet, Lak: 4+ 41+ 
when they made that confeſlion of him before mentioned, it is 
aid, Chriſt rebuked them, and would not ſuffer them to ſpeak, 
becauſe they knew him to be the Chriſt. ſo that this firſt ex- 
ceptioa is of no force, ſince that what the Devils profeſſed to 
know, the Evangcliſts expreſlie affirm that they knew. 

A ſecond exception is, that the Divels could not be juitifyed, 
tho they had the ſame kind of faith, or the ſame a& of faith, 
whereby men are juſtifycd, becauſe there is ng promiſe made 
unto them, ſalvation was never tendred on anie {uch condition . 
to them, as unto mankind it is., 

To this I anſwer, 1. that the qcſtion is not, whither the Di-- 
vels ſhould or could be juſtihed, it they had that faith or. a&t of 
faith, whereby men ar ſaid tobe juliifycd.. but the geſtion is, 
whither they bave, or may have, or are capable of ſuch a faith, . 
for the nature of it, as that is, which thoſe have, who have in- 
tereſt in Chriſt, and whereby they are juſtificd.. and the force 
of the argument depends not upon the denial of the former, 
but upon the denial of the latter. To make this plain by an in- 
ſtance of the like. ſuppoſe ſome ſhould maintain .that. the re- 
pentance ſpoken of by the Apoſtle, 2 Ctr. 7.10. where he 
faics, godlie greif breeds repentance unto ſalvation never to be. 
repented of, were nothing els but a ſorrow for lin, or a regret 
and remors onlic ariſing, from the. apprehenltion of evil cnſu- 
ing thereupon, ſhame and confuſion in.regard of men, death 
and damnation in regard of God. and. to difproov this conceit, 
a*man ſhould reaſon in this manner. That repentance which 
the Divels .themaſclys may have, cannot be that =} 

an 
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and ſaving repentance, which the Apoltle ſpeaks of. But the 
Divels may have an inward remors and ſorrow for ſin in re- 
gard of thoſe evils that for it have bcfaln them and ly heavie 
upon them, and unto all cternitic ſhal ſo do. and it isnot 
thercfore that repentance of which the Apcſtle there ſpeaks, 
The -qeſtion here would not be whither the Divels might be 
faved if they could repent, but whither they ar capable of ſuch 
a repentance? as godlie greif produceth and works unto falva- 
tion in men 3 and the ſtrefſe of the argument would rett upon 
the denial not of the former, but of the latter. And in like 
manner is it here, the pith of the argument conſiſts not in this, 
whither the Devils ſhould be juſtifycd or no, if they had ſuch a 
faith as men have whereby they ar juſtificd 3 which is not af- 
- firmed, nor is at all qcſiioned, but whither they have, or can 
have ſuch a faith as the Apoſtle here ſpeaks of, and whereby he 
afhrms that men may be and ar juſtified 3 and this onlie is that 
that is here denied. And trulie unto me it ſecms as ſtrange to. 
affirm, that the Devils have or may have, that verie ſame faith, 
(that pretious pear], that verie ſame gitt and grace of Gods 
Spirit) whercby they ar jultifyed, tho not for the work, but for 
the obje& of it, as hereafter thall be ſhewn 3 as to ſay the Devils 
have or may have that kindlic and godlie greif for ſin as fin,not 
for the evil enſuing it, but for the evil that is in it,& the lincere 
and genuine repentance ſpringing'trom the ſame, which the 
Apoſile there ſpeaks of : fince that the one is a fpecial gift and 
grace of Gods Spirit, as well as the other : and look what is 
ſpoken of the one in this Kind, to wit, of Repentance, A&. 5. , 

1- and'11. 18. 2 Tim. 2. 25. the veric ſame is (aid of faith 
inthe places before mentioned. CD 

2. For the removal of this exception more fullie 3 conſider 
we, that tho it be tru, that there is no (uch promile or tender 
of ſalvation on anic'ſuch condicion made unto the Devils and 
damned ſpirits: yet therender of falvation aud juſtification 
upon this act of faith-1s made to all mankind in general, Withe 
out exception of anic; Mark 16.15, 16. Go forth into all the 
world, (aith our Saviour), a#d Preach the Goſpel unto everie crea- 
ture. He that belervcth and # baptiſed, ſal be ſaved. If then it 
can 
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can be made out, that ſome men that ar not juſtified, nor ſa- 
ved, ſome wicked ones remaining unjuſtihed, unſandtified, yet 
notwithſtanding may have the faith by theſe men maintained 
to be here ment,to wit,a beleif onlie of the truth of the doctrine 
of the Goſpel, that Chriſt is the Savior and Redecmer of man- 
kind 3 then this exception mult necefſarilic fall to the ground, 

And ſoI pas to a ſecond argument, which may thus be tra- 
med : That faith which wicked, ungodlie , irregenerate, un- 
ſanifhcd men,ſo remaining may have,yea and ſometimes have 
had, cannot be juſtifying faith, nor the faith ſpoken of by the 
Apoſtle in this place, But this deleif of the Goſpel, that Chriſt 
is the Sonne of God, the Savior and Redeemer of mankind, 
ſome have had, have known and belcived it, who yet continu» 
ed ſtil, wicked, ungodlie, irregenerate, unſanctitied. and this 
cannot therefore conſequentlie be the faith here ſpoken of. For 
the proof of the Propoſition, I ſhal not ſo much infi(t or reſt 
upon the neceſſarie conjunction of this faith and repentance 
the one with the other, in regard of Gods ordinance ;zand tho 
by means of his appointment there is a neceſſarie connedion of 
Juſtification and SanGtification 3 which as ſome of the Schole- = Peter 
men have obſerved, might otherwiſe have ben ſevered 3 ſo that (, yon. 
juſtification might have ben, where ſanQification were not,had lis, 4. ;eft. 
God ben pleaſed ſo to diſpoſe it. and ſanQification might 1. «rt. 3. 
have ben without juſtification, if God had reſtored our firſt Pa-<9*6/v/-r+ 
rents to their original condition, freclie remitting their offence g,, ger. 
without anie fatisfaQtions as by his abſolute power he might voſſius 
have done.for I dare not fay as ſome do,that God maynot as wel Defen/. 
without breach of his juſtice, remit a wrong done him by his fo - - 
creature and vaſlal,as a man may an injurie offered to him by his cr "i 
fellow & tellow-ſervant, howſoever in his wiſdome he hath de- AR aven- 
creed and determined to diſpole things otherwiſe; which yet di- /p:74- cape 
vine determination, diſpoſition and ordinance were ſufficient ** 5 
ground to make the propoſition good. But the main ſtreſs of my 
proof I ſhal lay upon this,that therefore faith & repentance can- 
not be {evered;faith and holines cannot be mes regard of 
the veric nature and propertie, the condition and qalitie of this 
faith it felt 3 for that this taith, whereby a man is juſtified, is an 
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holie habit, or diſpoſition, and the act ifluing from it, an holic 
at termed therefore a moſt bolie faith, Fnde 20. nor in regard 
of the objects of it, becaule it is conyerſant and excrciſed » 
bolic things, God,and Chriſt, and the goodnes & mercie of God 
in Chriftbut becauſe 1t is an holic diſpolitionin the foul, whercby 
the heart is puritied, A. 15. 9g. and the partic poiſe of 'it 15 
ſanQified, AF.26. 18. ſuch faith is a fruit of regeneration,a limb 
or a branch of fancihcation, which it (cf is cither a fruic'or a 
branchof Regencration. cither a fruit or a ſprig, I fay, becauſe 

regeneration may be conlidered two ways, cither' as an a&tot 
God working in us, or as a change thereby wrought upon us. 
Conceiv we this by the like concerning converſion. convertion 
may be taken two ways, cither as an at 'of God working in us, 
or a change thercby wrought upon us. and we (hall find both 
together mentioned, Fer. 31. 18. Convert me, 0 Lnrd, there is 
the a&t of God working in him 3 and Iſpzll be converted, there 
5 the change thereby wrought upon him. In like manncr may 
Regeneration be conſidered, either as an at of God working 
in, or on a nian, Fam. 1. 18. 1 Pet. 1+ 3+ and fo lanctifica- 
tion is an effect or fruit of it, or as a change wrought thereby 
upon him, 1-Prt. 1- 22, 23- andſo it is 2 principal branch 
of regeneration 3 whercof one main arm &: 2Yumination, re- 
ſpeing the minde and underſtanding,: and ſanGincation re- 
fpecting the wil and affections an other, ſhooting out and di- 
viding it ſelf into many ſprigs, as fincere repentance, the filial 
fear, the tru love of God, and the like 3all which and among 
the xeft this faith unfeigned, 1 Tim. 1» 5- being branches of 
ſan&ifcation, ar all hohe diſpoſitions, and the acts ifſuing from 
them of no other nature or qalitic then the diſpolition, or tif 
a, as the School termes it, trom which they proceed. Seeing 
then that the habit of this faith, whereby anic ar juliiticd, is 
an holic difpoſition, ſuch as makes the ſoul and perſon pofleſt 
with it holie, that purifics and ſanRihes him that hath ir, and 

the as of it conſeqentlic ſuch as proceed from an holie heart 
and a fanftificd diſpoſition 3 it muſt needs follow, that no 
wicked man,nounregenerated and unſanctificd perſon, while he 
{o. continues, can have the faith by the Apolile here intended, 
And 
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And thus much- ſhall ulfice for the pracf_ of the propos 
Gtton : Iſhal now proceed to the proof of ' the afſumption- 
. That a man may belciv the docrine of the Goſpel, that Fe- 
ſia Chritt is the Sonne of God, and the Saviour of mankind, and 
yet be never a whit the holier, but remain ſtil irregenerate ard 
unlanCtihed, 15 apparent. For firſt the Devils, as hath beu ſaid 
and ſhewed before, know and beleiv all this, and that now 
doubtles, as undoubtcdlie as anie man living doth or can do, 
and yet are no whit at all the holier for all that, but. remain ſtil 
as evil as cver they were. yea manie wicked men, limmes of the 
Devil have done the fame. And here why ſhould I not name 
Balaam tor one? for did not Balaam know Chriſt ? yes un- 
doubtcdlic,how could he els have Prophelicd of hin?he had an 
heavenlic revelation.a revelation from God concerning Chriltz 
that might be (aid of him, that Chriſt himſelf (aid of Peter, 
Mat. 16-17. Fleſh and bloud did not reveil this ie wito bim, 
but God himſelf that is in beaven:tho he were not blefled as Peter, 
nor ſandihed therefore, as he was. But hear we Balasms own 
words, Num. 24- 15-17. Balaam the ſon of Beor, the man whoſe 
eyes were opened,pho beard the words of God,and knew the know- 
ledge of the moſt High, and ſaw the viſions of the Almightie, be 
ſaith, I ſhal ſee bim, but not now; I ſhall behold bim, but not 
nigh. (as if he had faid, The time thal come, when I ſhal fee the 
Meſfias, the Savior of Tſr2el ; I ſhall one day behold him, but 
atar off ſo as I ſhal not be the better for my fight of him, it 
will be little to my comfort.) There ſhal come a Star ont of Ja* 
cob aud a Rod, or a Scepter ſhal ariſe, or ſtand up ont of I(racl, 
&c. a plain Prophecic of Chritt, as all contes, and is generallie 
acknowledged. Yea mark we how far he proceeds, Chap. 23-- 
10. Let me dye, or, Oh that I might dye, ({aith he ) the death of 
the righteous 3 and that my laſt end. might be like unto bis. Ba- 
laam would never have thus (ſpoken, had he not beleived, that 
}f he did take the fame courſ that Gods people did, who 
truſted in the Meſſias, and yeilded themſelvs up to be ruled 
whollie by him, he might be ſaved by him, as they were. bat 
tor all that his belerf he would not, nor did condeſeend ſo to 


do. But leave we him, and proceed to ſome other inſtances. 
H 2 What: 
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what is the ſix againſt the Holie Ghoſt, of which our Saviour 
Chriſt ſaith, Matth. 11, 31, 32» All manner of finne and. 
blaſphemie ſhal be forgiven unto men : but the blaſphemie againſt 
the Holie Ghoſt, ſhal not be forgiven, neither in this world, nor in 
the world to come ? Is it not almoſt generallie by. molt Divines 
acknowledged, that this irremillible ſin, is a fin always joy- 
ned with knowledge ? and what knowledge ?: not a bare (pe- 
culative or notional knowledg, but a belcif of the truth of. 
the Goſpel, accompanied with a malicious oppoſition there- 
uuto. No man therefore can commit that fin, but ſuch an one. 
as: knows and belcives the doctrine of the Goſpel, which yet 
he malitiouſlie oppoſeth, and conſeqentlie muſt needs have 
that Faith, which theſe men would have to be juſtifying faith.. 
K-was ſomtime the ſpeech of a Reverend Divine, that if Paul 
had had Peters knowledge when he oppoſed. the Faith of 
Chriſt, or Peter Pauls malice, when he abjured his Maker 3 
they had both of them committed that unpardonable ſin. But 
Paul did what he did in.ignorance, and Peter what he did, out 
of weaknes : and both repented of what they had done; which 
none of thoſe that have committed that ſin, ever do. Heb. 6. 6+. 
In which place-further the Apoſtle plainly intimates, verſ; 4+ 6. 
that men that -have ben. illightned, (with what , think we 
means he, but with the knowledge of. Evangelical.truths? )and 
have partaked of the Holie Ghoſt, (of. the common graces of. 
the Spirit) and taſted of the heavenlie gift and the good word 
of God,(as thoſe compared to the ſeed ſowen on ſtonie ground, 
that receiv the word with joy, and beleiv for a time, Matth. 13. 
20. Luck, $. 13- and the powers of the world to come, may, 
yet, not fal rnſic, but fall utterlic away 3 ( as thoſe alſo-in the 
Goſpel, Luk, 8. 13.) yea not fall whollie off onlic, but fin in 
deſpite of Gods Spirit, Chap. 10. 26, 29. and (o fin, that it's 
a thing impoſlible for them to be reſtored again by repentance, 
Chap. 6. 6- and what init is that is there ſo deciphercd, is. 
no great dithcultic to determine. which albeic I dare not fay. 
that Jud committed z (for it ſcems- avarice, not malice, that 
run him hedlong into that guilt of. impietie, little imagining, 
K may be, but that his Maſter would rid himfelt wel enough 
out

out of their hands,unto whom he had betraied him, as he had 
ſometime before done the like, Lak. 4+ 29, 30» Fobn 8. 59. 
and 10. 39- and himſelt go away with their money the whiles) 


yet-it is verie likely, that he beleived that concerning his Mas. 


ſer to be tru, that he preached unto others. Howlſoever, the 
former inltances (ſhewing that wicked ones ſo continuing may 
have ſuch a belcit ofthe truth of the Goſpel, declare the ſame 
not to be the taith here ſpoken of. 

But pas we on to a third argument. That faith which a re- 
probate or a caltaway may have, one that is not of the number 


of Gods elect, cannot be juſtifying faith, or the faith of which. 


the Apolile here ſpeaks. for jultifying, faith, is a grace proper 
and p<culiar to Gods Elect; and is by the Apoltle therefore 
termed, nigs xaex]ar ©:7, the faith of Gods Elect. But a man 
may know and beleiv the doctrine of the Golp.1 concerning 
Chriſt and Salvation by him, and yet be a caſtaway,none of the 


Elect. fo the Apoſtle Peter, 2. Pet. 2. 20-22. implies,'that men . 


who have known. the Lord Jeſus Chritt, and by the knowledge 
of him abandoned their former worldlie defilements, yet after- 
ward returning thereunto, like a Dog to take in again bis vomit, 
Or a Sow waſhed to wallow again in the mire; may be in worle, 
more irrecoverable ſtate&condition then ever before.cven as the 
Apoftle to the Hebrews, Chap.6 4,5- above mentioned, as'there 
15 no poſlible means ;of. reſtoring them again by repentance. 

4+ That faith, whereby. a man is juſtified, is ſuch a faith as 
brings a man home to Chriſt, ſuch as cauſeth a man to- come to 
him, pitch upon him, adhere unto him. So ourSaviour, Fobn 


6. 36- He:that comes to me ſhal not bunger, and be: that beleivs- 


in me ſhall not thirſt.. which words.of our Saviour plainlic ſhew, 
- that that faith, whereby a man receivs anie benetit from Chriſt, 
is ſuch a faith, as carries him unto Chriſt. But a man may be- 
lciv Chrilt to be the Savior and Redcemer of mankind, and yet 
not in that maner came to him, as to pitch himſelf upon him, 
aud adhere to him. nor need we go far for aninftance; we have 
one in that verie Chapter, when Chriſt had fed a great multi- 
tude with a verie ſmal qantitie of food, This, ſay they,certainlie 
that Prophet that ſhould come into the world, Fobn 6-14- =_ 

r9- 
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Prophet, what Prophet, think we, ment they, butthe Propliet 
ſroken of by Moſes ? Demt. 18. 15. be that was to be their Sa- 
vior and Redeemer, the Chritt, A&. 3. 22. and yet fox alt that, 
a}beit they were willing cnough to follow him to -be fed, -verſ” 
26, yet they would.not come to him, that they might. be ſa» 
ved by him, Juba 5. 40. aud what was the. reaſon why they” 
would not ? their credit and reputation, and other the like car- 
nal and worldlic rc{pes lay in the way between them and 
Chriſt, which kept them off trom comming ſo to Chriſt as to 
adhcre nnto him, thothey profeſſed verilie to apprehend and 
belcive him to be the Mefſias. 
Laſilie, juftitying taith is ſuch a faith whereby we imbrace, 
entertain, recciv. admit Chriſt, not into our houſes, but into 
our hearts; and whereby con(cqentlie we are united unto Chritt, 
{o as that he is ſaid to be in us, and we in him. To 4s manie 4s 
received him, (aith he, be gave this priviledge to become the 
ſannes of God, even to thoſe that belety in bis name. Where 
tO recev him, is to give him entertainment, not fo much in 
their houſes, which Matthew, Zacheus, and others of them al(o 
did, as in thcir hearts : according to that of the Apdſtle, that 
Chriſt may devel in your bearts by faith,Ephbeſ.3.17. whence it is 
that they that ar x ebe faith, ar ſaid to have Chriſt in them. Ex- 
amine your ſelvs, ſaith the Apoſtle, whether ye be in the Faith : 
do you not know that Chriſt is in you ? 2 Cor. 13+ 5. thereby im- 
plying, that ifzhey be inthe faith, then Chritt is in them. For 
howloever I conceiv not the term of beleiving on Chrilt, for 
our juſtjhcation or faith in his bloud, as the Apoſtle terms it 
here, verſe 25- doth in the'-prop-r and peculiar notion of it 
ſignifie a recaving of Chritt to: be our King,: Prieſt and Pro- 
phet, or to contain and comprehend all Evangelical Duties 3 
yet it doth neceſſarilic implic an acceptance ot him to be not 
our f{urctie, Savior and Redeemer onely, but our Soveraign 
Lord alſo, and as our Prieft ſo. our Prophet. Since we cannot 
with, anie -good: ground rtbe on him or cruſt him for the dif- 
charge of us trom the guilt of our ſmnes, anles we bs-content 
ro xecervand do willinglic embrace hin1,on (ach terms as God 
ofters him, and 25 he viters biunſcit unto us. and on no other 
terms 
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terms then theſe is he offered unte anic. But'a man may betciv 
that Chriſt is the Savior of the world, yea that he cannot be (a- 
ved but by Chriſt, and yet for all that may refuſe to receiv him 
and yield hjmſeclt up unto him, becauſe he miſlikes the conditi- 
ons on web he is tendred unto him, or delay todo it at preſence, 
in hope that he maygtimelic enough do it hereafter. As when 
a companic of Rebcls ar up in arms againſt their Leige Lord, 
and a Proclamation of pardon and impunitie is publiſhed by 
him unto all ſuch of them, as will lay down their aims, puc 
themſcivs upon his mercie, acknowledge their offence, and by 
ſolemn oath cngage themſclvs todu allegiance and conſtant o- 
bedicnce for the future 3 albeit that they all know him to bc 
their lawful Soveraign, and belciv that he will be as goud as his 
word, to all that fo accept of it, nor know which way to 
eſcape, but that tiri or latt they ſhal be ſurpriſed, if they do 
ſtand out, and have execution done upon them 3 yet there may 
be divers among them that will chuſe rather to perlift in their 
rebellious courles, or refuſe at leaſt to-yeeld themſelvs up to 
him, and to accept of his gratious offer, cither out of a ſtout- 
nes of ſtomack, and a ſtifnes of felf-wil, or out of an extream 
malice and invetcrate hatred againſt the perſon of their Prince, 
or out of a {txong affection to ſome advers partie, or out of a 
fond conceit that they may keep for ſome good ſpace of time 
out of the way, undiſcovered and unfurpriſed, or that when 
they perceiv themſelvs neer to be attached, they may then by a 
tender of themſelves attain the beneht of the offer, there be- 
ing no limitation of time mentioned in it.. In the ſame man» 
mt ; althoa man do belciy that Jeſus is the Savior of mankind, 
and that there is na way for bim to attain ſalvation but by 
Chrilt, yet tor all that may he refuſe to receiv Chriſt for his 

Lord and Savior, or to accept of falvation by Chriſt, becauſe he 

millikes the conditions, upon and under which Chriſt and fal- 

vation by Chrilt is offered and tendred unto him, and without 

which it cannot be had. But what ar thoſe terms, that ar {0 

neceſſarilie reqired,and with ſo much difficultie received ? why, 

theſe ar : If any man wil come after me , ſaith our Savior, a #ag- 
rniaw iavnirs let bim uiterlie denie bimjelf, Matth. 16. 24: 

ana, 
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and, If a man hate wot Father and Mother, and Wife and 
Children, and Brothers and Siſters, his neareſt relations, his 
deareſt aftctions onlie, be as willing to part with them 
and leave them, when they ſhal ſtand in the way between 
him and Chritt, as it he-did hate them and were wearic of 
them, but over and befide all this g& # iavr? Juydr, ever bis 
own life, his{oul, himſelt alſo, be cannot be my Diſciple, Luk.

whocan endure the verie hearing of it? Fob 6. 60. but much 
more may it be ſaid here, who can endure to admit it ? Il:gds 5 
aizncy 5 mem dmodbyiis a&eG@, This word or faying, that 
Chriſt came to ſave ſinners, it is a ſure ſaying, ſuch as we may 
write and reſt upon it, we may with good ground afford cre- 
dit unto it, yea and it is withal a verie acceptable ſaying, a ſfay- 
ing worthie of all acceptance» 1 Tim. 1 15+ and indeed who 
would not accept of ſuch a gratious offer ? would not willing 
lie and gladlie entertain ſuch ridings, the glad tidings of falva- 
tion, and of ſalvation not temporal, but eternal ? See Efay 
52. 7. Nabum 1. 15. Rom. 10. 15- yea but what is the 
reaſon then, that this ſo acceptable meſſage finds ſo little ac- 
ceptance in the world, that fo few do accept of it ? that when 
this Savior came u#to his own , he fund {o ſorie welcome a- 
mong them, bis own refuſed to receiv bim? Fobn 1- 11. It 1s 
not in the thing offered 3 that no damned wretch in Hcl would 
refule to accept 3 butit is in the terms whereupon the offer is 
made and tendred, which mans corrupt nature wil in no wiſe 
condeſcend unto. Man by nature 15{o wedded to his own wil, 
his corrupt heart 4s ſo faſt glewed to his lewd, but beloved , 
yea belt beloved lufts, that he wil rather par: with life, and 
{oul, and (elf, then endure to hear of a divorce trom them,that 
ar dearer to him then himlſelt. Do we not hear wicked wretches 
ſometimes 
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ſomtimes ſay; ſuch a ſinne they cannot leav, they wil not leav, 
tho they be damned for it ? Chriſt, faith the Apoſtle, was con+ 
ſecrated of God, for this purpoſe; that he might become the 
Autor of cternal ſalvation to all thoſe that obey him, Heb. 5. g. 
yea that yeild obediencg to him in all things, that do what(o- 
ever he cnjoynes them, ”_ 15- 14+ And wil we ſee how 
aver( mans nature is to this obcdience, to this abſolute, this 
univerſal obedience? tho it be moſt tru, that our Savior ſaith, 
(how can he ſay other then fuch, who is trur!1it (elf? ) that 
his yoak, the yoak that he would have us to draw in, is not 


harſh and hard, but xe»us8s good 2nd gentle and his burden, 


the burden that he would impoſe upon us, and have us to bear, 
is not heavie and cumberſome, but light, Matth. 11. 36. it is 
ſo inits (elf, in its own nature 3 it was {o at the firſt unto mans 
created nature 3 it would bz ſounto us, were it not for our cor- 
rupt nature had we but a love and a likeing unto it. See Prov, 
3+ 17+ and 8.8, g. 1 Fobn 5.3. yet ſuchis the perverſnes and 
untowardnes of mans crooked and croſgraind wil, that it wil 
not by anie fear or force be wrought or brought to a yeilding 
thereunto. ſo that wel may that of Solomon be applied unto it 3 
That which is crookgd cannot be made ftreight, Eccleſ. 1. 15. The 
Apoliles words, Rom. $. 7. ar verie pregnant to this purpoſe : 
if the genuine notion of them were wel obſerved, and rightlie 
expreſicd, which is not eafie to be done. 73 gpbrnws The enprie, 
faith he , which ſome render, the wiſdome of the fleſh. but 
epirnus and gpiryng, tho ſpringing from the ſame root, ar 
in notion,far aſunder ; as may appear by that of Syneſius in Dio- 
ue, vpwiuar® d1ni pporincs Yavrandirres. they come neer- 
er home, that render it, the mind of the fleſh. but the word 
opirnwms, or mind, as the word £419vwe, or concupiſcence , is 
of a middle notion,and may be uſed, yea mult be taken there- 
fore in a different ſenf according to the nature of the ſubje&, 
whexeunto it. is applied. See Gal. 5. 17. The word' ggbrows 
therefore here applied to the fleſh,ſignihes not mind timplie, but 
a ſtout or haughty mind, as the word moſt freqentlie lignifies, 
and is in the beſt Autors veric commonlie uſed 3 and the words 
enſuing implie as much. The words may well then be thus. 


re ;>The ſtoutnes, or hautines of the fleſh, of mans. carnal 
L heart. 
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heart or mind, (and there is an Emphalis alſo in the word fleſh, 
which of it lf hath an intimation of infrrmitie and weaknes, 
Gen. 6+ 3» Heb. 5. 7. ya ſometime of a pliable and yeild- 
ing diſpoſition, apt to receiv anie but flight impreſſion, Exeks 
6. 26+ 2 Cor. 3. 3- that ſuch a ſorie peice of fleſh as mays 
Woe is, {hculd be ſo tif, and ſo ttubborn) z exmitie againſt God; 
not avers to him, but enmitie it {elf againſt him 3 ſtandeth 
ot in {uch detiance againſt him, and whatſoever he willes and 
enjoins, that it ncither doth ſubmit it ſelf, nor can be ſubjected 
unto bis Jaw, or brought under and kept in anie order thereby. 
yea that the veric prohibitions and comminations of the Law, 
ar {o tar from abating the heat and force of mans corruption, 
that they ar to mans untoward (pirit,but as water to qick limez 
that water whoſe nature and propertie is of it ſelf to allay heat, 
to qench fire, yet being powred upon gick lime, until it have 
got the malterie of it, doth but ſet the heat and hier that lay 
hid in it a working and boiling, whereas it lay qiet, unſcen and 
inſenlible before 3 they cauſe that corruption that ſeemed to be 
ded bctore, begin to revive, to grow ful and herce, to beltir it 
ſelt, and break ont with much violence and outrage, and finne 
to become cxccſively linful, dwapria xa#' SmyContr dieagwwaldse 
Rom. 7. 5, $,9, 13- Aduntoall that hath been ſaid, of the 
dithcultic of {:1t-denial, the firong bent of the heart unto its 
own evil luſts, and its {tifnesof oppoſition unto Gods word and 
wil, the deceitfulnes of finne and Satan in an other kind, thoſe 
wiles, whereby thcy ſuggeſt unto the ſoul of ic ſelf foloath to 
denie it (elf, ſo unwilling to part with & leav its beloved lufts,to 
turn over a new leaf, and cngage,or inſlave himſelf rather, ashe 
elteems it, to the rigid obſervance of a ftri& tenor of lite 3 that 
for the preſent (o to' do is altogether needles, it may be done 
timelic enough, and _well enough hereafter 3 he may foHow the 
world, and take his pleaſure, purſu his own courſes, and 
in his own waics, as !ong as he ſees good, and hath libertic 
and abilitic ſo todozand afterward, when by age or croſs oc- 
currents he is ſo rcltraincd that he cannot do as he did and de- 
faes ſiil ro do if he could, when he is arreſted upon his ſick, or 
hes upon his deaths-bed, he may then ſeafonablie ns to 
| think 
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think on thoſe things, which he hath now no minde to, which 


his minde at preſent goes ſo much againt ; and the applieng of 
himſelf thereunto wil ſtand him then in as much tteed, as it he 
had put himſelf to ſuch a tedious task beforc,& undergone ſuch 
a toilfome pennance all his like long. And miay doubtles build- 
ing on (auch vain imaginations, and gulling their own ſouls 
with {auch groundles hopes, as like Caſiles in the ayer, they 
thence raiſe and ere&t to their own ruine, rcfuſe to reccive 

Chriſt fo tendred unto them, albcit they beleiv him to be the 

onlie Savior of mankind, and no ſalvation to be had without 

him. 

And thus much may ſuffice for refutation of the former 
miltake of thoſe who hold the Dogmatical F ith, that is, the 
belcit of the truth cither of the word of God in general, or 
nt the Goſpel in ſpecial, that Jeſus Chritt is the Savior and Re- 
deemer of mankind, to be that Faith whereby we ar fail hcre 
to be juſtifhed. 

There remain ſome few Teſtimonies of Scripture to be an- 
ſwered, that ar wont to bz produced tor the proof of that tc- 
nent either by the Papilis, or our 0wn writcrs. 

Noy for the proof of this, that juliifying taith is no other 
then a firm aſſent ta the truth of Gods word in general, . 
Bellarmine produceth onlie one place of Scripture, to wit, the 
Apoltles words, Hebrews. 11. 1+ Faith s the ſubſtince of things 
to be hoped for, and the argument, or, evideuce of things ut ap- 
pearing- This he calls his hrſt argument, tho it have no ſecond, 
as el{where he doth the like. And in the profecution of his : 
argument from this plac? he ſpends a whole Chapter, de jutifi- 
cat. lib. 1. cap. 6. whercin he takes for granted that the A- 
poſtle in theſe words gives an exact dehuition of juſtifying 
faith : and the inſtances that after he gives concerning the cre- 
ation of the world by Gods word aud the deſtruction of it by 
a floud, ec. ſhew that this faith is a belcit of the word of God 
in general, as wel of Hiſtorical relations, as of doctrinal in- 
fGructions, and of comminations as of promilcs. 

Unto all which we may thus anſwer. 

1+ Itis not denied that the Apoſtle in this Chapter doth at 
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large commend and ſet forth the ttrange and admirable power, 
efficacie and cxcellencie, of that tru lively and ſaving faith 
which he had before mentioned, Chap. 10. 38. but that he 
intends to deliver in thoſe firſt words an exact definition of 
faith ſo far forth as it juſtifies, or either there or in the in- 
ſtances enſuing, to point out that ſpecial act of faith whereby 
it doth juſtifie, that is, isa mean of aſfloiling a man from the 
guilt of his ſinnes, is more then the Cardinal is able to make 
good. and indeed who almoſt would be ſo abſurd as to ſay, 
that anic man ſhould be ſo juſtified by beleeving that God made 
the world of nothing ? (the truth whereof ſome yet,among us 
have of latc flatlie denicd, and have not forborn to publiſh 
their flat denial and diſapprooving of it in print) tho tru it is, 
that by that ſclfſame faith we belciv as wel the worlds creati- 
on by God, as mans redemption by Chriltz and ar thereby as 
firmly aſſured of the one as of the other. 

2. Nor doth it follow that Noa was affoiled from his ſins, 
and became an heir of that righteouſncs that 1s according to 
faith, by belceving that the whole world ſhould by a deluge be 
deſtioied : tho by the ſame faith he beleived alſo that he and 
his ſhon!d be ſaved from deſtraction in that m—_— delpge by 
means of the Ark,which by Gods appointment and according 
to direction reccived from him he thereupon to that end built. 

3- Yea to return Bellarmines argument upon himſelf, 
whereby he would proov that the juſtitying act of faith is not 
ſich as we would have it to be, to wit, fidxcia, a hducial truſt 
or xcheng on Chriſt and Gods promiſe of juſtihcation and fal- 
vation by Chriſt ; becauſe ſuch a faith produceth not fear, but 
produceth hope and expclleth fear : whereas that a&t of Noa's 
taith, whercby he belcived that the deluge would undoubtedlie 
come, bred m him that tear, that cauſed him to build the Ark. 
For as the warning given of the floud, notwithſtanding the im- 
probability and in humane reaſon incredibilitie, yea impoſſibili- 
tic of it in natural power, yet certainlie apprehended and un- 
doubtedly beleived upon Gods word, relating & revealing it to 
him,produced tear in him,even as the comminatorie prediction 
ef Nznevies deſtruction delivered by Fonas from God, and by 
the 
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the Ninevites belcived, bred a hs 'theredf in them, Fox. 3» 5. 
ſo the promiſe of deliverance/made withal unto him at the 
ſame time by God, being as certainlie beleived and relied on,” 
bred in him an hopetul expeQation of the undoubted perform- 
ance of it, and was the principal motive of his building the 
Ark, which otherwiſe to have attempted hal ben a moft vain 
and fooliſh proje&,and would have prooved of none effet. 

4+ Hereunto might be added, that the Apoſtle Peter ſeems 
to implie, that that deliverance from the deluge had ſomewhat 

ical init, 1 Pet. 3+ 20, 21+ andas in that promiſe to Abra- 
ham, for the performance whereof his truſting- upon God is 
aid to be imparted unto bim for righteouſnes, Gen. 15. 5, 6+ 
had beſide the expreſſion of the numeroſitie of his iſſue in ge- 
neral mentioned alſo, Gen. 13+ 16. an intimation withal of 
that bleſſed or bleſſing rather, A. 3. 26. Seed, Gen. 3. 15. 
and 22. 18. Je(us Chriſt in ſpecial, by whome all that relie on 
him and truſt to him were to be juſtified and faved ; and the 
poſſeſſion of the Land of Canaan mentioned in the Covenant 
that God at the ſame time plighted with him,” Gex. 15. 8-18. 
was a type of the right unto and intereſt in the heavewlie in- 
heritance procured and purchaſed for all the faithful by Chriſt, 
Heb. 3-18, 19+ and 41-11 and 6. 20. and 9. 12, 24-and 
10. 19, 20. ſo that temporal deliverance promiſed to Noaz 
from the deſtruction by the deluge, proceeding from the ſpecial * 
favor and grace of God to him, Gen. 6. $8. might wel be a 
type of that ſpiritual deliverance from the power of finne and 
Satan, which Nos no doubt belcived to be attained by the pro- 
miſed ſeed, on whom by relieng he became heir of that righte- 
ouſnes that is according to faith in -him. 

5- That the Apoſtle ſpeaks of the faith of Gods people in 
general, whither ordinarie, and that either Hiſtorical of mat- 
ters as wcl alreadie palt, the creation, v. 3. as future, the depar- 
ture out of Egypt, v. 22. or Dogmatical, concerning God and 
his goodnes, v. 6. or extraordinarie,that of miracles, v.33, 34- 
is apparent by the varietie of inſtances given by him,/'as Bellar- 
mine alſo himſelf grants, and would hence proov, that faith in 
all theſe inſtances, yea that faith jn general, is but one and the 
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ſame. whichif it were tru, then everie-one that hath juſtifying 
faith, (hould have a power of working miracles alfo : which 
is directlie contraric both to our Saviors intinations, Matth. To 
22, 23+ and 17. 20- and the Apoſtles, x Cor. 12. 9, 10, 29, 
30- tho it be not denied that foine general notion ot: taith. be 
tound iu each of them. 

Laſtlic, albeic that Hiſtoxical or Dogmatical faith, or that a&t 
of faith, whcreby the truth of the Hitiorie or Dotrinc of the 
word in general, or that of the Goſpel in particular is beleived, 
bc of neceflitie conjoyned with, or antecedent unto that att of 
faith whereby a beleiver is juſtihed, it doth not thence to!low: 
that theſe two therefore ar one and the ſame. no more then 
the flaviſh fear ariſcing trom 2 mcer apprehention of wrath « {+ 
and yr-atnels, is the ſame with the filz.zl fear, ariſeing tron ap- *_ 
prchenhtion of Gods mercic and goodnes 3 Pſzl. 130. 3. Fer: 
3. 39, 40+ becauſe the one is to the other, ganqum acus a4 
filum, as the needle to the thred, it go:s b-tore to make way tor 
K, and. helps to introduce it; or that fazzhand bype ar one 
and the ſame, becauſe the one is the toundation of the other, 
nor ar they in time {evercd the one from the other. 

I (hal not need toexamine anic of Bellarmznes other: argu- 
ments 3 for this place of Scripture is not theprincipal onhie, but 
the onlie one produced by him to proov that the aflert to the - 
word of God in general, is that wlicreby we ar faid to be julti- 
hed. and the reit proov no more then this, that ſuch a faith is 
reqilite to juſtification and ſalvation, and that without it a man 
cannot be juſtihed or ſaved : whereas the qettion 15 not, whither 
all that ar juftified have ſuch a beleif of Gods word in general, or 
of the Goſpel in particular 3 which no- man denies 3 but wither 
ſuch a belcif, be that faith or that act of faith wherby we ar 
juliifhed 3 which is that alone that is here qeſtioned, Yea the ; 
reſt of his Scriptares, as him{clt acknowledgeth, ar intended "i 
onlic to diſproov the particular application of the promiſe to be « 
tbe guſtifyeng-att of faith > whereot morc anon, when we have 

ne with ſome others of our on, who of the Dogmatical
